First Article. To see if the town will vote that the number of Measurers of Wood 
and Bark be two, to be appointed by the Selectmen. 


Second Article. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1957 and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes that may have been 
given for a period of less than one year, in accordance with section 17 of chapter 44 
of the General Laws as amended. 


Third Article. To see if the town will amend Article I-B of the by-laws of the 
town by adding, deleting or substituting positions or classes in the Classification Plan, 
or will otherwise amend said Article I-B. 


Fourth Article. To see if the town will amend the Pay Plan by establishing, 
deleting or substituting minimum and maximum salaries for any position or class 
which may have been added to, deleted from, or substituted in the Classification Plan 
under the preceding article; or by changing any of the existing minimum and maxi- 
mum salaries, or will otherwise amend said Pay Plan. 


Fifth Article. To see if the town will amend the Pay Plan by increasing the exist- 
ing salaries for the following positions by four hundred dollars ($400) ; 
Police Captain 
Police Lieutenant 
Police Sergeant 
Patrolman, 
or will otherwise amend said Pay Plan. 


Sixth Article. To hear and act upon the request of the petitioners to authorize the 
Personnel Board to negotiate with the members of the Brookline Fire Department an 
adjustment of salary within the limits of an additional Fire Department appropriation 
of three hundred fifty thousand dollars ($350,000). 


Seventh Article. To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed by the Select- 
men or by any other officer, board or committee, and to fix the salary or other compen- 
sation of all elected officers of the town as provided in section 108 of chapter 41 of the 
General Laws, as amended. 


Eighth Article. To see if the town will accept the provisions of section 33B of 
chapter 149 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.), inserted by chapter 653 of the Acts of 
1950 entitled, “An Act Further Regulating Hours of Employment of City and Town 
Employees.” 


Ninth Article. To see if the town will vote to accept chapter 489 of the Acts of 1956 
entitled, “An Act Authorizing Pay-roll Deductions on Account of Contributions to 
Community Chests or United Funds in the Case of Certain Town Employees.” 


Tenth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of money to be 
expended under the direction of the Building Commission, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, for the construction of a new town office building on the land of the town 
at 329 and 339 Washington Street and will authorize the treasurer to borrow the whole 
or any part of the same. 


Eleventh Article. To see if the town, pursuant to the provisions of section 90A of 
chapter 32 of the General Laws, will vote to increase the retirement allowance of any 
former employee of the town who was retired on account of injuries sustained in the 
performance of his duty. 


Twelfth Article. To see if the town will accept the provisions of chapter 495 of 
the Acts of 1956 entitled, “An Act Authorizing Cities and Towns to Establish Local 
Councils for the Aging and to Appropriate Funds Therefor.” 


Thirteenth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000) for replacement of present direct current equipment at the 
Manual Training Building and Gymnasium with alternating current equipment and 
the discontinuance of the generating power at this plant. 
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Fourteenth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate, or take from 
available funds, the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) to cover the expense of 
an architect’s survey as to the relative costs of remodelling the existing pumping 
station in South Brookline as a branch library building and of razing such building 
and constructing a new branch library building on that site. 


Fifteenth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) for the construction of a surface water drain in Powell 
Street. 


Sixteenth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000) for the replacement of the present wooden stairs and walks 
at Winthrop Path with permanent Portland cement concrete construction, and the 
installation of catch basins and a surface water drain. 


Seventeenth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate, or appropriate 
from available funds, the sum of one hundred thirty-five thousand dollars ($135,000) 
for the alteration, widening and reconstruction of Newton Street between Clyde Street 
and Grove Street. 


Eighteenth Article. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate, or 
transfer from available funds in the treasury, a sum of money for the permanent con- 
struction of the south side of Newton Street near the Boston-Brookline line, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


Nineteenth Article. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to convey, 
without consideration, the land and building at 34 Marion Street now occupied by 
the Welfare Department to the Brookline Housing Authority for a site on which to 
construct housing for elderly people. 


Twentieth Article. To see if the town, acting pursuant to section 7 of chapter 550 
of the Acts of 1952, will empower the Brookline Housing Authority to erect a new 
housing project, namely a Housing Project for Elderly Persons, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of chapter 667 of the Massachusetts Acts of 1954, and acts in amendment 
thereof and in addition thereto. 


Twenty-First Article. To see if the town will accept a deed from Robert Cutler 
and Old Colony Trust Company, executors of the will of Theodore Lyman et als, to 
the Town of Brookline of a perpetual easement for all purposes of a town way in 
two parcels of land, one a portion of Heath Street and the other a portion of Reservoir 
Road including the usual rights to slope and bank. 


Twenty-Second Article. To see if the town will accept and allow the alteration 
and widening of Heath Street on the north side, between Lapland Road and Reservoir 
Road, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting and will 
authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, and to make entry for the purpose of 
construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or determined. 


Twenty-Third Article. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate, or 
transfer from available funds in the treasury, a sum of money for the permanent 
construction of the North side of Heath Street, between Lapland Road and Reservoir 
Road, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Twenty-Fourth Article. To see if the town will accept and allow the alteration 
and widening of Heath Street, from the Newton-Brookline line to Woodland Road, 
as laid out by the Selectmen and reported at this meeting and will authorize the 
Selectmen to take land therefor, and to make entry for the purpose of construction 
before all claims for damages are adjusted or determined. 


Twenty-Fifth Article. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate, or 
transfer from available funds in the treasury, a sum of money for the permanent 
construction of Heath Street, from the Newton-Brookline line to Woodland Road, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


Twenty-Stxth Article. To see if the town will accept and allow the alteration and 
widening of parts of Reservoir Road, between Heath Street and Boylston Street, as 
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laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting and will authorize 
the Selectmen to take land therefor, and to make entry for the purpose of construction 
before all claims for damages are adjusted or determined. 


Twenty-Seventh Article. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds in the treasury, a sum of money for the permanent 
construction of Reservoir Road, between Heath Street and Boylston Street, accepted 
by the town under the previous article, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Twenty-Eighth Article. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to pur- 
chase or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the General Laws, for use for 
public parking, certain lots of land on Kent Street and Webster Place, designated on 
the 1956 Assessors’ Plan as Lots 1, 2, 3 and part of Lot 5 in Block 140A and bounded 
and described substantially as follows: 


SOUTHERLY by the northrly line of Kent Street; 

EASTERLY by the westerly line of Webster Place; 

NORTHEASTERLY by the southwesterly line of Webster Place; 

WESTERLY by land now or late of F. W. Woolworth and by land now or late 
of Brookline Trust Company. 

Containing about 46,469 square feet, 


and will raise and appropriate, or appropriate from available funds a sum of money 
to pay for same, or to be used for the payment of land damages or other costs and 
expenses incidental to such purchase or taking, and will authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the whole or any part of the same, or will take any other action with respect 
thereto. 


Twenty-Ninth Article. To see of the town will raise and appropriate or appro- 
priate from available funds a sum of money for the original construction and sur- 
facing with bituminous asphalt concrete of the lots on Kent Street and Webster 
Place, the acquisition of which, for a municipally owned and operated off-street 
parking area, was authorized by vote of the Town under a preceding article of this 
warrant, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the 
same, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Thirtieth Article. To see if the town will accept and allow Webster Place, from 
Harvard Street to Kent Street, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town 
at this meeting and will authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, and to make 
entry for the purpose of construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or 
determined. 


Thirty-First Article. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate, or 
appropriate from available funds in the Treasury, a sum of money for the permanent 
construction of Webster Place between Harvard Street and Kent Street, accepted by 
the town under the previous article, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Thirty-Second Article. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to pur- 
chase or take by eminent domain under chapter 79 of the General Laws for use for 
public parking certain lots of land on Washington Street, Fay Place and Pearl Street 
designated on the 1956 Assessors’ Plan as lot 26, a portion of lot 33, lots 34, 35, a 
portion of lot 36, lots 40, 41, 42 and 42A, all in block 139 bounded and described sub- 
stantially as follows: 


NORTHWESTERLY by land now or late of Mary C. Burns et al; 

SOUTHWESTERLY by land now or late of Boston & Albany Railroad; 

SOUTHERLY by land now or late of John J. and Mary L. B. Scarry; 

SOUTHWESTERLY by land now or late of said John J. and Mary L. B. Scarry; 

SOUTHEASTERLY by the northeasterly line of Washington Street; 

NORTHEASTERLY by land now or late of Arnold H. Canner, Trustee, to a 
curve; 

EASTERLY by land now or late of James J. and Amalia Sideras, Louis 
Kabatchnick and Charles M. O’Hearn, Trustee; 

SOUTHERLY by land now or late of said Charles M. O’Hearn, Trustee;

Containing about 35,769 square feet of land, and will raise and appropriate or appro- 
priate from available funds a sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for 
the payment of land damages or other costs and expenses incidental to such purchase 
or taking, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the 
same or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Thirty-Third Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate, or appro- 
priate from available funds, a sum of money for the original construction and surfacing 
with bituminous asphalt concrete of the lots on Washington Street, Fay Place and 
Pearl Street, the acquisition of which, for a municipally owned and operated off-street 
parking area, was authorized by a vote of the Town under a preceding article of the 
Warrant, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the 
same, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Thirty-Fourth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
eleven thousand dollars ($11,000) to be expended by the Park Commissioners with 
the approval of the Recreation Commission for the final development, for recreational 
purposes, of the Baldwin Playground. 


Thirty-Fifth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) for the construction, at Larz Anderson 
Park, of an outdoor artificial ice-skating rink for which refrigeration equipment is 
required, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the same. 


Thirty-Sixth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for the construction on Anderson Park of an out-door artificial ice skating 
rink and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the payment. 


Thirty-Seventh Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) for the construction of a protective retaining wall 
at Devotion Playground, from the tennis court to Devotion Street. 


Thirty-Eighth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be expended by the Park Commissioners with the 
approval of the Recreation Commission for the construction of a multiple play area 
at Longwood Playground. 


Thirty-Ninth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
seven thousand dollars ($7,000) to be expended by the Park Commission with the 
approval of the Recreation Commission for the installation of equipment for an illu- 
minated softball field on such playground or recreation area as may be selected by 
said commissions. 


Fortieth Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) to be expended by the Park Commissioners with 
the approval of the Recreation Commission for the first stage in the development, for 
recreational purposes, of Larz Anderson Park. 


Forty-First Article. To see if the town will vote to accept section 4B of chapter 136 
of the General Laws, inserted by section 3 of chapter 207 of the Acts of 1946, relating 
to the operation of bowling alleys during certain hours on Sunday. 


Forty-Second Article. To see if the town will determine that there is a need for a 
redevelopment authority in the town for the purpose of engaging in land assembly 
and redevelopment projects, and that it is in the public interest that such an authority 
be organized in the town, and will organize and establish such an authority, or will 
take any other action with respect thereto. 


Forty-Third Article. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of money 
to be expended by the Building Commission, with the approval of the Selectmen and

To see if the town will authorize taking a sum of money 
voted for the appropriations heretofore made at this meeting and not voted to be 
borrowed from any available funds in the treasury, and will authorize the Assessors 
to use free cash in the treasury in any available funds to that amount in the determina- 
tion of the 1957 tax rate. 


Forty-Seventh Article. To appropriate and raise by borrowing, or to appropriate 
from other available funds, such sums of money as may be necessary for any or all 
of the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles.

Pursuant to the adjournment in accordance with the vote passed at the 
March 26, 1957 Annual Town Meeting, the duly elected members met at 
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the High School Auditorium on Wednesday, the twenty-seventh day of 
March at half past seven in the evening. 

Lists of duly qualified town meeting members were used at the entrances 
to the meeting place and were in charge of Robert A. Merritt, David L. 
McElroy, Edward R. Fahey and John P. Hart, who were sworn to the 
faithful discharge of their duties. The lists contained the names of two 
hundred sixty (260) town meeting members qualified to participate in and 
vote in town meetings in Brookline. 

No town meeting member was allowed within the rail until his name had 
been found on the list.

Pursuant to the adjournment in accordance with the vote passed at the 
March 27, 1957 Annual Town Meeting, the duly elected members met at 
the High School Auditorium on Thursday, the twenty-eighth day of March 
at half-past seven in the evening. 

Lists of duly qualified town meeting members were used at the entrances 
to the meeting place and were in charge of Robert A. Merritt, David Mc- 
Elroy, Edward R. Fahey and John P. Hart, who were sworn to the faithful 
discharge of their duties. The lists contained the names of two hundred 
sixty (260) town meeting members qualified to participate in and vote in 
town meetings in Brookline. 

No town meeting member was allowed within the rail until his name 
had been found on the list. 

At forty-six minutes after seven o'clock the tellers reported that one 
hundred forty-six (146) names of town meeting members had been checked 
or more than one-half of all town meeting members qualified and ‘the Town 
Clerk reported that a quorum was present. 

The meeting was called to order by the Moderator.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1957. 

At the first meeting held following the Town Election, George V. 
Brown, Jr. was chosen Chairman of the Board. 

The Board of Selectmen believes that it is important that the citizens 
of the town be made more fully aware of what is transpiring in the town. 
It intends in the year ahead to modify its practice of filing one annual 
report and to send to the citizens a quarterly report in readable form of 
the developments of the preceding period. To the end that the citizens © 
of Brookline may be more fully informed concerning the important 
developments of the last year, this report has been arranged so as to 
emphasize matters of general community interest. 

In reviewing the expenditures for the past decade or so, it is interesting 
to note that the financial burden of the Town has been substantially in- 
creased by factors over which the Community has little control. These 
include assessments which have been imposed not only for the operation 
of State and County Governments but as a result of Legislative acts 
liberalizing pensions, industrial accident payments and welfare and old 
age assistance benefits. 

In addition to these assessments, there are the increasing financial obli- 
gations imposed on the communities comprising the Metropolitan Transit 
District. The Legislature, however, has created a recess commission des- 
ignated as the Metropolitan Transportation Commission which is making 
a study of the overall transit problem and it is hoped that constructive 
suggestions will be forthcoming which will result in apportioning the 
deficits of the Metropolitan Transit Authority on a more equitable basis. 


Police Department 


The Selectmen have completed their studies of the so-called Harbo Re- 
port relating to the operation and administration of the Police Depart- 
ment and have taken appropriate steps to implement those recommenda- 
tions which were believed would increase operating efficiency, bring the 
department into line with modern techniques and practices of law enforce- 
ment and improve the protection afforded the public. 

It will be recalled that one of the principal recommendations was to 
establish a clearer distinction of the organizational structure into separate 
divisions, each headed by a Captain who would be in direct command of 
his division under the overall supervision of the Chief; accordingly, there 
have been established the following divisions: 


Lj Patrol 

2) Detective 

3) Records and Communications 
4) Training 

oe eb eatic. 


The enthusiasm with which each of these division commanders has taken 
to his assignment augers well for the stimulation of interest in the various 
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facets of police work which will no doubt contribute in a large measure 
to increasing morale. 

There has been also an increase in the number of patrol cars to insure 
maximum protection to the residents in all sections of the town. 

Because of the increasing incidence of juvenile problems in Brookline, 
the Board of Selectmen requested the Chief of Police to appoint one 
police officer to work full-time on cases and problems affecting juveniles. 
Patrolman John J. Neary has been assigned to this responsibility. He 
will cooperate with all community and court agencies in the hope of not 
only preventing unfortunate incidents but in coordinating programs for 
the rehabilitation of youthful offenders. 

One of the major community problems is that of effectively controlling 
the vast amount of traffic that moves through Brookline’s arterial high- 
ways to and from the Metropolitan Area as well as the congestion devel- 
oping within the town as a result of the tremendous increase in automo- 
bile registrations. The Board has adopted on an experimental basis a 
traffic regulation for Beacon Street whereby parking is prohibited on the 
southerly roadway from 8 to 10 A.M., thereby facilitating the movement 
of traffic in an easterly direction, and from 4 to 6 P.M. on the northerly 
roadway as a result of which traffic moving in a westerly direction is 
somewhat accelerated. 

The Board has requested a conference with the Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Works for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts at which time it is 
hoped that some cooperation may be obtained in overcoming the traffic 
bottleneck at Brookline Village. 


Highway and Engineering 


Having completed the implementation of the so-called‘ Harbo Report 
on the organization of the Police Department, the Board has directed its 
attention to the recommendations set forth in the study of the administra- 
tion of the Highway and Engineering Departments which was conducted 
by Charles M. Evans & Associates, an organization well qualified by 
previous experience in this particular field. 

The Board has devoted considerable time to the study of the various 
recommendations in this report and after extended conferences has been 
advised by Town Engineer and Superintendent of Streets Walter A. 
Devine that a substantial portion of the recommendations have been 
adopted and placed in operation. 

Serious consideration is likewise being given to the suggestion contained 
in the report that a so-called Public Works Department be set up but 
inasmuch as such a procedure would require special legislation and Town 
Meeting approval, it would appear that such a proposal will require fur- 
ther study, following which the Board will be in a position to make its rec- 
ommendations on this subject. 

The widening of Lee Street, which included the separation of traffic 
lanes by a median strip, has improved traffic movement to and from the 
southern section of the town and with the aid of State and County funds 
will be extended next year over Clyde Street and thence onward to New- 
ton Street. 
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Trafhe Control and Off-Street Parking 


The problem of traffic control is perhaps the most vexatious one facing 
all communities in the Metropolitan Area. It has commanded the atten- 
tion of all local, regional and State planning agencies which groups are 
coordinating their efforts to cope with the continuing increase in automo- 
bile registrations. It is impossible within the limits of the town to pro- 
vide sufficient parking space for all residents and at the same time insure 
the free movement of traffic. 

The municipal off-street parking lot constructed last year on Centre 
Street has received very favorable comment from the merchants in the 
Coolidge Corner area who believe that it has provided a stimulation to 
business. It has not, however, supplied the revenue which was contem- 
plated by the consultants who designed the area. It was their contention 
that approximately $15,000 per year would be realized but for the year 
just closed, the revenue was $8,706.93. 


Planning 


As a result of the coordinated effort of the Planning Board and the 
Selectmen, the formulation of an overall planning program for Brookline 
is being developed in the modern concept of the term. Recognizing the 
necessity for expanding the program, a contract was made with the firm 
of Adams, Howard & Greeley, which organization bears a national repu- 
tation for its work in the planning field. Professor John T. Howard of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, a member of the firm, is giving 
his overall supervision to the development of a so-called coordinated, or 
master, plan which it is expected will be completed early in 1959. In 
this connection, Justin Gray, a full-time planning consultant, has been 
working on location and is using all available records, maps and studies 
of the Town Engineer. 

From the material developed by these studies, the Planning Board and 
the Board of Selectmen will be in a position in cooperation with the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority to implement the recommendations of 
the Town Planner. In this way, the maximum use may be made of vacant 
land, blighted areas cleared where rehabilitation is impossible and the 
necessary steps taken to prevent the spread of deterioration in the physical 
structure of the town. 

This firm also developed the so-called Workable Program for Brookline 
which has been accepted by the Federal Government and which document 
is required as a condition precedent to the approval of Federal funds for 
urban redevelopment or renewal. 

Following the affirmative vote of the Annual Town Meeting in March 
creating the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, the Board appointed 
Francis W. Capper, Sara K. Wallace, Harry D. Toner and Edward E. 
Allen who will serve until the Town Election in March, 1958; subse- 
quently John P. Ball was appointed by the State Housing Director to 
serve as the representative of that agency. 

The dispatch with which the redevelopment program was advanced in 
Brookline by the Redevelopment Authority is evidenced by the fact that 
the final report for the Village Project was submitted to the Housing atid 
Home Finance Agency, New York City, on December 20, 1957. This 
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report covered the completion of plans for the development.of the so-called 
“Farm Project” which was originally undertaken by the Brookline Hous- 
ing Authority. 

The major problem being encountered in connection with the develop- 
ment of the Farm Project is the necessity of providing for the relocation 
of the families and businesses located in that area. The Board of Select- 
men is giving its utmost cooperation to the Urban Redevelopment Au- 
thority and the Housing Authority in connection with this problem to the 
end that every family and business which will be required to move from 
this area will be able to relocate in Brookline. The Farm Project which 
is situated in the Brookline Village District has been defined by the Re- 
development Authority to be that land bounded by High Street, Allerton 
Street, Pond Avenue and Washington Street although it has been indi- 
cated that the private residences on Allerton Street and four on High 
Street adjacent to Allerton Street are to be excluded from any proposed 
taking. 

The Selectmen have cooperated to the fullest extent with the Brookline 
Redevelopment Authority in its efforts to improve the conditions in the 
general area of Brookline Village which are long overdue. 

In order to assist in this program of redevelopment and rehabilitation, 
the Selectmen appointed thirty of Brookline’s leading citizens to a com- 
mittee entitled, “Council For Planning and Renewal” which independently 
of the Board of Selectmen will make recommendations for further pro- 
grams in addition to assisting in carrying into effect the Farm Project 
if approved by the Town Meeting. 


Metropolitan Transit Authority Highland Branch 


The General Court has finally authorized the Metropolitan Transit Au- 
thority to acquire the Highland Branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
running through Brookline, subject to approval of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Utilities and the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

It appears that the abandonment of the commuter service is being sought 
by all railroads in the Metropolitan Area and it may well be that under 
the authority of existing legislation, the Metropolitan Transit Authority 
will acquire the local branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

The Selectmen have been alerted to this whole problem and have at- 
tended, or been represented at, all Legislative hearings and have likewise 
held a public hearing in the Driscoll School on March 21 to which all 
residents of the town were invited. 

The Board has maintained an open mind on this whole program, giving 
due consideration to the possible adverse affect upon the property valua- 
tions along the right-of-way as well as the possible stimulation of business, 
particularly in the Brookline Village Area, and the possibility of improved 
rapid transit service. 

There have been, however, some reservations among the members of 
the Board as to the accuracy of the calculations of the officials of the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority with respect to the increased passenger 
traffic which has been projected. If such calculations are not sound, then 
the increased operating deficits, not only for the acquisition of the High- 
land Branch but its operation as well, would be reflected in the local tax rate 
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as Brookline is one of the fourteen cities and towns required by legislation 
to meet all deficits of this transit system. 

Moreover, some members of the Board are disturbed by the fact that 
if the MTA takes over the Highland Branch and the number of persons 
boarding the MTA in Brookline increases substantially, that Brookline 
will have its share of the total MTA deficit increased since the allocation 
of the deficit between the 14 cities and towns which make up the MTA 
district depends on the number of persons boarding in each town. 

The Legislature has recognized that the effort of the railroad to dis- 
continue commuter service has posed a serious threat to the economy of 
the whole Metropolitan Area and consequently appointed a recess com- 
mission known as the Metropolitan Boston Transportation Commission 
of which Senator Philip G. Bowker is the Chairman. It is expected that 
this Commission will take into consideration such possibilities as the ex- 
tension of a portion of the burden of deficits to outlying fringe communi- 
ties or will attempt in some way to relieve the crushing financial burdens 
that have been imposed upon the taxpayers. 


TOWN BUILDINGS 


The attention of the Town is again called to the wisdom of replacing 
many of the older structures such as the Town Hall in the interest of 
promoting increased operating efficiency of the Town Departments. 

The garage utilized for the storage of vehicles of the Highway De- 
partment, which represents a substantial investment, has proved to be 
inadequate for many years with the result that because of overcrowded 
conditions, it is impossible to efficiently maintain these vehicles. 

It will be recalled that during the war years, there was a cessation of 
all such construction for a period of approximately ten years which re- 
sulted in a considerable deferment of capital expenditures for buildings. 
With the termination of the war, the attention of the community was 
focused upon the requirement of school buildings which was given high 
priority that the coming generations might not be deprived of their right- 
ful heritage to a good education. With the virtual completion of the 
school building and alteration program, attention should now be focused 
on improving the Town’s investment in other areas that operating effi- 
ciency might be increased. 

Town Owned Land 

The Selectmen wish to report that the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion took by eminent domain practically all of the land of the Brookline 
Water Shed in Needham and Dedham for recreational purposes and pos- 
sible development of a wild life sanctuary. One small portion of high 
land consisting of approximately 2.77 acres was sold for the sum of 
$8,000. Negotiations for monetary settlement resulting from these takings 
are in process. 

General 

In order that the Board might have first-hand information, this year it 
instituted the policy of making periodic visits to various important town 
facilities and departments, such as the following: 

Highway Department Garages 
Water Department Garage and Service Stations 
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Park Department Service Station 

Incinerator Plant 

Anderson Estate including the construction of the new skating rink 
New Municipal Swimming Pool 

New quarters of the Welfare Department in Pelham Hall 
Development of the Lapham Estate 

Various sites contemplated for urban renewal and relocation units 
Various points presenting traffic problems. 

The Board firmly believes that only by having such information can it 
act intelligently with reference to these departments and intends to con- 
tinue this practice in the future. 

One of the most serious problems faced by the Board in the conduct 
of its duties is the lack of time available to it to consider and study plans 
for the improvement of the operation of the Town Government. The 
necessity of dealing with the numerous and pressing daily problems absorb 
much of its time. Accordingly, it has caused to be inserted in the War- 
rant for the Annual Town Meeting an article which if adopted would 
transfer from the Board to the Board of Appeals the matter of the grant- 
ing of special permits which logically and properly lie within its function 
since these matters involve zoning. Relief from this responsibility will 
give the Board additional added hours of time for constructive long-range 
thinking. | 

The Board recognizes that Brookline is changing and that a hard look 
is necessary at the present structure of the Town Government and its 
departmental organization in order that it be determined whether changes 
should be made. It intends to devote as much of its time as possible to 
this line of inquiry during the forthcoming year.

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Annual Appropriations for 1957 


The total credits and appropriations for 1957 for general expenses and 
for State and County taxes, as well as payment of the funded debt and 
interest, was $12,456,784.30 of which $11,837,672.63 was expended. 


Annual Appropriations for 1958 


The amount recommended for general expenses and the amounts pro- 
posed for new special appropriations are shown in the following tables. 
The amounts asked for general expenses of the Public Schools, Public 
Library, Water Supply, Public Parks and Grounds, comprising headings 
F, Gand J and the first item of H in Table II following, have been rec- 
ommended by the different Boards having those matters in charge and 
have not received the independent judgment of the Selectmen. Refer- 
ence is made to the report of those Boards for information as to these 
appropriations. All other amounts included in the table of regular appro- 
priations are recommended by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed 
for general expenses, omitting the amounts for State, County and Metro- 
politan taxes, but including payments of funded debt and interest is 
$11,893,342. The total of the proposed special appropriations included in the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and which is to be raised by tax 
levy is $51,625.69. 

The figure of $11,893,342 for general expenses as compared with the 
figure of $10,862,328.45 recommended in 1957 for the same purposes 
shows an increase of $31,013.55. The figure of $51,625.69 for special 
appropriations as compared with the figure of $3,134,450 for 1957 shows 
a decrease of $3,082,824.31. However, the 1957 figure included a figure 
of $2,300,000 for a proposed new Town Office Building.

Gentlemen: 


The Health and Safety Committee respectfully submits to your Board 
its fourteenth annual report, covering activities during 1957. 


Mr. Walter Devine, Town Engineer, continued as Chairman, and Dr. 
Leon J. Taubenhaus, Director of Public Health, replaced Dr. Robert H. 
Hamlin as Secretary. Other members are James W. Tonra, Chief of 
Police; George L. Gettings, Fire Chief; Daniel G. Rollins, Town Counsel, 
and Frank J. O’Hearn, Building Commissioner. 


Meetings were held at approximately monthly intervals with additional 
meetings as needed. 


The Committee acts as an advisory and inspectional agency for the Board ~ 
of Selectmen on applications for licenses and permits for lodging houses, 
convalescent homes, open air parking spaces, bowling alleys, clubs, and 
other premises. Inspections are carried out by Thomas F. Roche, assigned 
to the Committee from the Fire Department, the district sanitary inspectors 
of the Health Department, and, as needed, by inspectors of the Building 
Department. Approximately 1400 inspections and reinspections were made 
during the year. 


The Committee also investigates and reports on other matters referred 
by the Board of Selectmen and on complaints received from citizens of 
the Town, and acts as a clearing house for the determination and assign- 
ment of responsibility for required action when corrective measures are 
necessary. 


New lodging house regulations which were developed after a prolonged 
study by the Health and Safety Committee were adopted by the Board of 
Selectmen on July 8, 1957 and will become effective September 1, 1958. 
Pending effective date of these regulations, the Committee has continued 
to enforce the old standards in existing lodging houses and has offered 
advice and assistance in preparation for the new standards to all lodging 
house owners to enable them to comply with the new regulations. However, 
some of the lodging houses have already complied with the new regulations.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1957 


Following a joint meeting of the Planning Board with the Selectmen 
on Monday, January 14, 1957, on the subject matter of a report on a 
Planning Program for Brookline prepared by Adams, Howard and 
Greeley, it was 


VOTED: To request the Selectmen to retain the services of a Plan- 
ning Consultant for the following purposes: 


(1) For the collection, analysis and interpretation of information for 
the formulation of a planning program. 

(2) Preparation of a comprehensive Master Plan of the Town’s re- 
sources and needs. 

(3) To submit to the Planning Board a coordinated departmental 
program for the execution of the objectives of the Master Plan. 

(4) To perform such other services as the Planning Board may from 
time to time require in connection therewith. 


On March 5 a contract between the Selectmen, for the Town, and 
Messrs. Adams, Howard and Greeley was considered and approved. Also 
considered was a work program for February 15 to March 31, 1957, 
which was submitted by the Planning Consultants. This program was ap- 
proved and each member of the Planning Board received a copy of the 
contract and the work program. 

On March 20, Mr. Justin Gray, Planning Consultant, presented the 
first draft of a ‘““Workable Program for Urban Renewal in Brookline.” 
The Board tentatively approved the draft, but decided to defer final ap- 
proval until the next meeting. 

On March 27, the Board organized with Mr. Russell Hastings as 
Chairman and Mr. Charles E. Robinson as Clerk. Mr. Walter A. Devine 
was appointed Secretary and Engineer. 

Mr. Hastings was also appointed as representative of the Board on the 
Traffic Committee. 

On May 14 a public hearing was held in the Selectmen’s Room on a 
petition to amend the Zoning By-law by including within the 4-C District 
(General Residence) the Lots designated on the Assessors’ -Plan as part 
of Lot 12-14, part of Lot 15-16, Lot 84-87, Lot 94-95 and Lot 93 in 
Block 308, the entire area now being in the 5-D District. 

In Executive Session, after consideration and discussion, the Plan- 
ning Board VOTED as follows: 


“The Planning Board is not in favor of the change of zone at this 
time. It believes that the proposal requires further study.” 
At a meeting held by the Board it was 


VOTED: Not to publish the “Report on a Six Year Financial Pro- 
gram for the year 1957.” 
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At a joint meeting of the Planning Board and the Selectmen held in 
the office of the Town Counsel on October 22, the Planning Consultants 
discussed the studies for land use, population, general economy and 
neighborhood analysis. 

A plan was submitted for a proposed change in the Zoning By-law of 
the area bounded by Essex, Lenox and Mountfort Streets. The Plan- 
ning Board stated that in their opinion there might be a substantial 
amount of opposition to this rezoning, and that before they could pass 
judgment, a public hearing would have to be held. 

At a meeting of the Board held October 28 in the office of the Town 
Engineer, a letter of resignation from Mr. Arthur J. Santry was read 
and it was voted to accept it with regret. 

Two names were submitted to fill the vacancy and it was 


VOTED: To defer action on balloting to fill the vacancy until a 
joint convention could be held with the Selectmen. 


At a meeting held in the office of the Town Engineer, Professor Howard, 
Planning Consultant, discussed the Economic Development and Residential 
Development and Renewal of the Comprehensive Planning Studies. 


It was VOTED: To recommend to the Brookline Redevelopment 
Authority two alternative re-uses for the “Farm Project” area; 
namely, 

(1) Office for branch or regional office buildings, or 
(2) Residential, for high income apartments. 


It was VOTED: To recommend that no structure be erected in the 
“Farm Project” area that will encroach upon the tentative right- 
of-way proposed by the Town Engineer, as shown on the plan 
entitled “Study of Improvement-Boylston Street” dated 1946. 


It was VOTED: To refer to the Planning Consultants the ques- 
tion of selecting a site for a Housing Project for the families 
affected by the proposed “Farm Redevelopment Project.” 


At a joint convention of the Selectmen and the Planning Board on 
November 18, it was unanimously voted to elect Mr. F. Stanton Deland, 
Jr. as a member of the Planning Board to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. Arthur J. Santry. 

At a meeting of the Planning Board held November 22 in the office of 
the Town Engineer, the Selectmen referred the matter of the develop- 
ment of Wheelock College, formerly the Oakes Estate, for a report. It 
was voted to refer the matter to the Planning Consultants for study 
and later report. 

At a meeting held December 20 in the office of the Town Engineer, 
Mr. Justin Gray of the Planning Consultants, submitted a Neighborhood 
Plan and a Neighborhood Zoning Plan, of the final report for the “Farm 
Redevelopment Project” and after consideration, it was 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY: To approve both plans. 
A tentative sub-division of the Winslow Estate on Clyde Street was 
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presented. The Board made a suggestion that the Circle be placed in a 
more appropriate location. 

The Selectmen referred the proposed sale of the land in the rear of the 
Baker School and also the future use of Lowell Playground to the Plan- 
ning Board for report. 

It was voted to recommend that the Town dispose of Lowell Play- 
ground when and if certain conditions are achieved. 

The location of a branch library in South Brookline was referred to 
the Planning Consultants. They submitted a report and the Board 


VOTED: That they were not in a position to recommend a site for a 
proposed branch library in South Brookline until the cost and 
feasibility of putting a library building and accessory parking 
on a proposed site is ascertained. 


A report follows on progress made during the year 1957 on technical 
studies conducted under the supervision of the Planning Board by its 
Planning Consultants, Adams, Howard & Greeley, with Justin Gray as 
Resident Planner and Joseph E. Turley as Special Economic Consultant. 


(1) Comprehensive Planning: 


The Town of Brookline will reach many decisions during the coming 
years as a result of the process of Comprehensive Planning; to a large 
measure they will be based on a series of background studies about 
Brookline as it exists today initiated during the past nine months. Six 
studies already have been completed or nearly completed, dealing with 
land use, housing and neigbborhood analysis, the housing market, shop- 
ping, population and the Town’s general economy. Additional investiga- 
tions involving circulation and the level of community services — public 
and private educational and recreational facilities—-are in process of 
organization. 

This has been the “inventory” stage of Brookline’s Comprehensive 
Planning program. Before planning Brookline’s future, the Planning 
Board must know in detail existing Brookline. Analyses and policy 
determination will follow upon this “inventory.” 

A brief review of the content of the background studies already begun 
follows: 


Land Use: The first investigation as a basis for planning Brookline’s 
future was the extent and location of the various categories of existing 
land use. Each lot and structure has been surveyed and mapped as being 
either residential, commercial, industrial, institutional, recreational or 
vacant. From this information an analysis has been made of trends of land 
use. Based on these trends, tentative alternative standards are in process 
of being developed dealing with future lot sizes and density of population. 


Housing and Neighborhood Analyses: With the land use survey as a 
basis, an evaluation was made of Brookline’s housing — its composition as 
well as its condition. At the same time a broad appraisal was made of the 
comparative conditions existing in the various residential neighborhoods 
throughout the Town. From this study potential areas that may require 
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specific renewal efforts will be designated. Protection of sound neighbor- 
hoods, conservation of declining neighborhoods, rehabilitation of obsoles- 
cent neighborhoods, and redevelopment of obsolete neighborhoods will be 
recommended. 


Housing Market: The metropolitan market, of which Brookline is a part, 
has been defined and an estimate has been completed of the range of the 
potential demand for housing in Brookline, for different income groups 
and for different kinds of dwelling types. 


Shopping: Trading areas and the type, size and number of stores served 
by each of Brookline’s shopping centers have been determined. Based on 
this material, alternative policies indicating the magnitude and location of 
potential new shopping areas are being developed. 


Population: Trends of changes in population composition — family size, 
age groups, and income levels——for the Town as a whole and for its 
various parts have been determined. Based on this analysis and on alter- 
native policies of land use, renewal, and residential and economic develop- 
ment, tentative forecasts have been prepared indicating the possible ranges 
of future population number and composition that might be influenced by 
planning and zoning policies. 


General Economy: A rough measure has been made of the probable 
impact of various types of land uses on municipal revenues and a general 
appraisal has been made of the growth and potential of the Town’s 
economy. 


(2) Referrals and Special Studies: 


In the course of the past year, a number of special cases were referred 
to the. Planning Board for study and report by the Board of Selectmen, 
the Redevelopment Authority, the Housing Authority and various Town 
Departments. These immediate short-range questions were of such im- 
portance to the Town as a whole that the Planning Board and its Con- 
sultants devoted a large portion of their time and energy to these matters, 
thereby reducing the time available for Comprehensive Planning studies. 


Of the various special studies requested of the Planning Board, reports 
and recommendations were made on a Workable Program for Urban 
Renewal, the future use of the Lowell Playground, the location for a new 
branch library for South Brookline, the re-use of the Farm Redevelopment 
acreage, and the location of public housing sites for the relocation of resi- 
dents from the “Farm” area. Alternative proposals for the redevelopment 
of off-street parking to serve the Town Office Building also were investi- 
gated, but no recommendation was made pending further study. 


In addition, the Planning Board and its consultants are continuing to 
study, in conjunction with the planning officials of Boston, Cambridge and 
Somerville, alternative routes proposed for the Inner Belt, a major highway 
planned to go through Brookline and circumscribe the downtown metro- 
politan Boston area. 
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(3) Community Relations: 


, 


While the Comprehensive Planning “inventory’’ and the reports on 
referrals served to absorb the bulk of the activities of the Planning Board 
and its Consultants during the past year, considerable effort was made to 
explain the role long-range Comprehensive Planning can play on the Brook- 
line scene. The Planning Board has adopted a policy of inviting three to 
five Brookline residents as guests to each of its meetings to discuss and 
observe the work being accomplished by the Board. The Planning Board 
and its Consultants played an active part in helping to organize the Citizens 
Advisory Committee for Planning and Renewal, which it is hoped will 
support and further the Comprehensive Planning program in Brookline. 
And, finally, with the approval and on behalf of the Planning Board, the 
Planning Consultants made a total of thirty-six talks, speaking before 
groups in all sections of the Town. It is the Board’s desire that this effort 
be continued in the future. Any group— no matter how large or small— 
interested in discussing Brookline’s planning program with a member of 
the Planning Board or its Consultants should contact the Board at the 


Town Hall.

Brookline Recreation Commission. 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF RECREATION 


January 6, 1958 


To the Recreation Commission: 


Gentlemen:—In the interests of brevity as suggested by the Board of 
Selectmen, regularly scheduled activities of the Recreation Department 
are listed below without comment. Only those programs that are new or 
those that call for special attention are enlarged upon. 

In the latter category is the establishment of a new Drop-In Center for 
the Golden Age Club at 370 Washington Street opposite the Public Library. 
This new facility has a kitchen, two lounging rooms, a flower garden and 
porch. New furniture, radio, television, telephone, record player, magazine 
racks, etc., have been provided to attractively furnish the quarters. It is 
open Monday through Saturday 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 

State extension classes have been conducted in flower making and 
arranging in addition to classes offered by the Recreation Department in 
arts and crafts, knitting and music. A Golden Age bulletin listing programs 
and facilities has been prepared and mailed, through the cooperation of 
Mr. Clifford Cook, to nearly 3000 senior citizens as well as to community 
council committees and the Recreation Department’s regular mailing list. 

The first camping trip for Golden Agers in New England was arranged 
by the Recreation Department last May at Sargent Camp in Peterborough, 
New Hampshire. The program lasted three days and included nature 
activities, square dancing, lectures by forest ranger, arts and crafts, games 
and community singing by the camp fire. 

A Yo Yo Spinning Contest was conducted for children between the ages 
of 7 through 15 with the cooperation of the Duncan Yo Yo Company which 
donated attractive prizes, among which was a new bicycle. This activity 
lasted three weeks and was extremely popular. 

The past summer the Massachusetts Recreation Association, in coopera- 
tion with the Boston Park Department and Television Station WBZ-TV, 
conducted Playground U.S.A. on the Boston Common. This program 
consisted of Junior Olympic activities in the preliminaries of which 
approximately 1,000 Brookline children competed on the Brookline play- 
grounds. Sixty finalists from this —Town competed against twenty-five 
Massachusetts communities with a great deal of success. This activity was 
televised nationally and Brookline can be proud of the manner in which its 
Recreation Department staff and children conducted themselves. 

A recreation program for exceptional children was conducted two days 
per week at the Chestnut Hill Recreation Center with the cooperation of 
the Boston Association for Retarded Children which provided leadership 
while the Recreation Department provided facilities and supplies. Twelve 
children were enrolled in this group and the parents were most grateful 
and cooperative. The activity certainly brought a lot of happiness to these 
youngsters. 

The roller skating program at the gymnasium has been extremely popular 
and the demand for this activity has been such as to warrant an expansion. 
Outdoor roller skating during the summer months at the Eliot rink was 
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also well attended and proved very popular. Fees have more than offset 
the cost of this phase of our program. 

Floodlights for night softball have been installed at Cypress Street 
Playground and should make for even greater interest and participation in 
an already popular sport. 

This past summer three new playgrounds were supervised for ten weeks. 
These were Corey Hill, Driscoll and Lawton. The two latter were very 
successful and well attended. Corey Hill, which is a limited area, served 
the smaller children in that isolated section very well. 

The Recreation Department loans picnic kits to local religious, fraternal 
and civic organizations during the summer months. Many of these groups 
have taken advantage of this service at Larz Anderson Park. 

The Brookline Rotary Club joined with the local post of the American 
Legion and the Town Employees Union in providing gifts for the annual 
Christmas party conducted by the Recreation Department. 

The Town for the first time in many years has been without a swimming 
program, due to construction of the new pool. However, it is hoped that 
the program will be resumed in the spring. 

Again we are grateful for the excellent cooperation given to the Recrea- 
tion Department by all town agencies and others. 

A summary of the regularly scheduled activities follows: 


Swimming Pool (closed August 31, 1956) 


Recreational swimming, class and individual swimming instruction (free and paid) ; 
water safety instruction; splash parties (mixed swimming) ; team competition; water 
basketball activity; hair drying service. 


Gymnasium 


Conditioning classes with music; Civil Service instruction; apparatus work and 
tumbling; boxing; wrestling; bag punching and weight lifting; boxing exhibitions; 
leagues in basketball and volleyball; competition in handball and badminton; square, 
folk, social and modern dancing; informal games and moving pictures for younger 
children; morning play programs for pre-school children (3 years and 9 months to 4 
years and 9 months) ; arts and crafts; painting; tap dancing; baton twirling; roller 
skating and Girl Scout badge work. 


Recreation Centers (Brookline Avenue, Chestnut Hill, Eliot and Golden Age Drop-In 
Center) 


Morning play programs for pre-school children (3 years and 9 months to 4 years and 
9 months) ; arts and crafts; pool; ping pong and quiet games; girls’, boys’, mothers’ 
and other club activities; story telling and library service; social dancing and moving 
pictures; Christmas and Halloween functions; shower and locker room service 
(Brookline Avenue and Eliot) ; Golden Age Club meetings (Brookline Avenue). 
School Centers (Baker, Devotion, Lincoln, Lawrence and Pierce) 

Informal basketball and volley ball activity; organized basketball leagues; moving 
pictures (Lincoln). 


Twenty-Six (26) Supervised Playgrounds 


Apparatus play; organized leagues in baseball, softball and kickball; tennis instruc- 
tion; competition in tennis, paddle tennis, basketball shooting ; horseshoes ; badminton; 
croquet and quiet games; such as checkers, dominoes, etc.; arts and crafts instruction; 
music and square dancing; story telling and library service; day camping; picnics; 
exhibitions ; dramatics and special events.

Changes in Board of Trustees 


Because of his appointment as assistant to the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare necessitating his moving to Washington, Elliot 
L. Richardson resigned on January 2, 1957. At the town election in March, 
Miss Barbara B. Alpern was elected in his place. There has also been a 
change in the secretary. Because of the pressure of his practice, John F. 
Drum resigned as secretary but will continue as a member of the board. 
Miss Alpern was elected secretary to succeed him. 


Coolidge Corner Branch Library 


The new Cooolidge Corner Branch Library was opened January 14, 
1957. The increase in the use of this branch is most gratifying. 


South Brookline Branch Library 


Prompted by the urging of the trustees, the Planning Board has recom- 
mended the acquisition of a lot just south of Putterham Circle on the West 
Roxbury Parkway as a site for a branch library subject to a determination 
that the soil conditions are such as not to make the cost of the foundations 
excessive. Accordingly the trustees have requested the Selectmen to in- 
clude in the warrant for the town meeting an article authorizing the ac- 
quisition of this lot. If it is determined that soil conditions are unsuitable 
for building, the article will be withdrawn.

Salaries of Employees

Adult Services 


Since the position of adult services has had a functioning head for the 
past three and one-half years, it is fitting to report some of the achieve- 
ments of this division. Excerpts from the report of the Head of Adult 
Services follow: 


Service for Individual Readers 


“Good standards of reading guidance have been maintained for the most 
part during 1957 due to the cooperative efforts of staff members. A 
considerable amount of reorganization has been carried out this fall. 
Charging and discharging has been centered in one place in the front 
vestibule. Registration and information services are carried on at one desk 
in the Reading Room. The fiction books have been rearranged so that all 
fiction is interfiled including new and old, mysteries and westerns. New 
non-fiction at present is displayed in the Book Room. A section of books 
for young people is being tested in the Reading Room, and display of these 
books has been discontinued in the Book Room, so as to create a more 
controlled atmosphere for serious reference work in that room. The cen- 
tralization of overdues is now being carried on in the Loan Department 
Office. 

“All of these details are listed because with this amount of change it is 
almost impossible to avoid some confusion and the public suffers tempo- 
rarily. However, it should result in the end in better service to all readers. 

“One of the main purposes of this reorganization is to draw the Loan 
and Reference Departments more closely together so that they may co- 
operate rather than operate as separate and totally unconnected units. 
More flexibility in the scheduling of staff members is being encouraged 
and tested. The Head of Adult Services is attempting to supervise the 
service to readers carried on at this desk. It is a challenge at busy times 
to register readers, take reserve requests, do floor work, answer informa- 
tion questions as well as the telephone, keep a watchful eye to see that all 
is going well, and at the same time maintain a friendly efficient standard 
of service, but it is a goal to be sought. At slack times it is equally hard 
to find pick-up work which keeps the librarian scheduled at this desk busy 
but not too busy or absorbed. 

“Reading Lists regularly prepared in the Loan and Reference Depart- 
ments have been issued as usual and distributed in the various library 
agencies as well as mailed to interested individuals and organizations. The 
Head of Adult Services has been given the responsibility of approving the 
copy for these lists before they are mimeographed. She has also prepared 
annotated reading lists in special subject areas, such as Mental Health, © 
International Geophysical Year and Urban Redevelopment. A cooperative © 
staff project was carried on in the selection of books to be considered for © 
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the ALA Liberty and Justice Awards and a reading list was prepared in 
this area. Even though this kind of staff cooperative project is time con- 
suming and difficult to promote, more of it should be done both for the 
benefits to staff as well as public. 

“Book Displays have received a considerable amount of emphasis dur- 
ing the year and will continue to do so in the hope that they may stimulate 
new or forgotten reading interests. The front lobby has had several 
excellent exhibits, namely Mental Health, United Nations, International 
Geophysical Year, our Library-Sponsored Discussion Groups and Liberty 
and Justice Awards. Reading lists have been used as well as a display of 
books, pamphlets and other eye catching materials. Each exhibit has told 
a story and stated its purpose clearly due to the skill of the Art Specialist 
on the staff. 

“In the Book Room small ‘top of the counter’ displays on various 
subjects have attracted readers—Books for Christmas Reading, Urban Re- 
development, Social, Economic and Political Highlights found in Editorial 
Research Reports, Hidden Treasure (good reading from our shelves), etc. 

“With the addition of some new display tables we hope to do more 
book displays in the Reading Room, and also to provide an opportunity 
for the public to examine the new books before they are put into circula- 
tion and make their reserves after an examination of the books. At present 
we will continue to call attention to a few related books in the Reading 
Room where the Recent Additions are listed. 

“A Film Information Service has been set up in a file in the Administra- 
tive Office. Although very simple in form it serves to answer questions 
about the selection of films for various community program needs and also 
enables the user to find where these films can be procured. It is used by 
program chairmen of such organizations as League of Women Voters, 
Garden Clubs, Scouts, etc. as well as in the preparation of our own library 
programs.” 


Reference 


The reference service has been handicapped this past year by the lack 
of trained personnel. However, some of the overall changes have re- 
sulted in an increase in the number of adults using the reference facilities. 
Many afternoons and evenings especially Sunday afternoons there are no 
seats available in either of the reading rooms. 

There were no unusual trends in the information adults were asking. 
Books on self-improvement, mathematics, reading and world wealth were 
popular. Consumer’s Reports on types of manufactured goods were greatly 
in demand as were books about homes and their equipment. Many people 
were interested in government and came for answers to questions about 
zoning laws and the basic laws originating the M. T. A., the American 
Bar Association in London and what was Senator Kennedy’s stand on 
important issues of the year. Some unusual inquiries were: Would it be 
abuse of copyright to use a quotation from Thomas Campbell’s tombstone ; 
What to feed wild ducks; How to raise fish worms. 

The lisits on business and technology issued by this department are 
attracting greater numbers of businessmen to the library —a number 
depend upon the library for Moody’s Service. 
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The variety of small exhibits with accompanying booklists prepared by 
this department are attracting a great deal of interest and are most useful 
in helping our patrons explore the resources of a library. During this past 
year they covered such topics as “Gardens, Practical and Pleasant’’, “The 
Well Read Teacher’, “Camping” and “The Out-of-doors and The Child”. 
Loan 

While the number of books borrowed from a library by no means tell 
the whole story as far as its use is concerned, it is always pleasant to report 
a substantial increase; 488,330 books were borrowed during the year — 
15,973 more than in 1956. That the location and quarters in which a 
library is housed are of vital importance is dramatically illustrated by the 
gain at Coolidge of 72,715 over their circulation while in temporary 
quarters and two and one-half times more than any year since 1950. 

Even with the over-crowded conditions at Putterham, there was a gain 
of 2,947 in the number of books circulated. In the nine years that the 
Putterham branch has been operating, they have had an average gain of 
1,000 a year which indicates a solid, healthy growth. 

Chestnut Hill had its highest circulation in ten years in 1956 which pin- 
nacle it continues to hold. 

Two spot analyses were made of the kind of books people were borrow- 
ing, one in March 1956 and one in March 1957. They revealed that ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the material borrowed was non-fiction and that 
sociology, finance and education were most in demand with general litera- 
ture, history and travel as close follow-ups. A spot check in June of each 
year shows that more than one-half of the items issued were non-fiction, 
even though this was during a period when books could be taken for sum- 
mer reading. This is certainly a change from the reading habits of several 
years ago when about two-thirds of all material circulated was fiction. 

The registration of borrowers is an important duty of the Loan Depart- 
ment. From May through December 5,725 registrations have been pro- 
cessed. Applications for new cards have been most numerous at Main 
where 1,184 were made; Coolidge Corner had 1,014; Putterham had 269 
and Chestnut Hill had 57. We have 609 non-resident borrowers. 

A spot analysis was also made of library patrons. Letters A through G 
were analyzed involving 5,500 persons. The figures came out as follows:

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The Health Department continues to furnish transportation for our 
service to persons unable to come to the library. Twenty-one (21) per- 
sons in private homes and twenty-three (23) in nursing homes are re- 
ceiving this service at present. One hospital receives a book collection 
averaging 100 books a week. 

When the administration makes a major revision of processing or phys- 
ical rearrangement of services, the observations of the supervisors that 
are actually using the new setup are always of interest. The Supervisor 
of Loan says in her report that many good things have happened to the 
Loan Department in its physical setup at the main library. A permanent 
charging and discharging location has been decided upon and new equip- 
ment has been purchased for it. For years our fiction shelves have been 
inadequate with the result that many books were turned down making 
titles inaccessible. The removal of our former big centralized desk, some 
rearrangement of our unbound magazines and a bit of carpentry work 
have made more shelving available so that all fiction books can now stand 
upright. This enables the pages to shelve the books more rapidly and 
the patrons to find them more readily. The laying of a new floor and 
the rearrangement of the furniture have turned this area into an attractive 
reading room for young people. 

Fines for overdue books were reinstated in October. Not enough time 
has elapsed to make definite conclusions but it is evident that they are not 
effective in bringing in overdue material. When the collection can be 
made at the moment the book is returned the process is simple but much 
time and record work is involved when records have to be made for future 
collection. It is already noticeable that certain people become constant 
offenders. This whole process needs further study and complete revision. 
As the circulation of books and other materials increase so do the routines 
of collecting fines and mailing overdues. In an attempt to handle these 
routines as efficiently as possible with a minimum of personnel, it was 
decided to centralize the handling of overdues at the main library. This 
should result in a more consistent policy as well as leave the branch librar- 
ians’ time free for service to the public without increasing the number of 
library aides. This system has been in operation for six weeks and seems 
to be working advantageously. The Loan Department is to be congrat- 
ulated in keeping its work up to date and with a minimum of confusion 
in the handling of the terrific load of routines necessary in this department. 


With the exception of the Supervisor and one library aide there has been 
a complete turnover of staff in the Loan Department during the year. 
Miss Cut, our visitor from Vietnam, who gave more than one-half of her 
time to this department was a great help. Her intelligence and tact helped 
greatly to ease the stresses that are inevitable when excessive changes in 
personnel coincide with the reorganization of department routines. In 
return for teaching American library routines to Miss Cut, our staff bene- 
fited greatly from her professional attitude and her willingness to be 
helpful. 


Inasmuch as the new building at the Coolidge Corner branch is not yet 
finished and not all the equipment has been purchased, we are not able 
to report the result of a full program. In general the public reaction to 
the building was most favorable. The centralized charging for all material 
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including juvenile has been accepted without comment. This has enabled 
the children’s librarians to devote their entire time to the service of the 
children. It also provides for much better supervision on the floor. A 
recent time study made at the branch revealed that between one-quarter 
to one-third of professional time is given to routines. This should result 
in excellent individual service to patrons. The community has greatly ap- 
preciated the meeting hall. In addition to regularly held library activities 
such as Great Books, American Heritage for Young People, the weekly 
children’s story hours and the library-sponsored Decisions-1957 Discus- 
sion Group other organizations such as the Henry George School, De- 
votion PTA, League of Women Voters, Chamber of Commerce, Red 
Cross, Brookline Committee, Brookline Council for Public Schools, Young 
Democrats, Retired Teachers, the Round Table for Young Adults and 
the Brookline Historical Society are using it constantly. 


Technical Services Division 


It has been ten years since the Technical Services Division of the 
library was organized. Dec. 13, 1947 the book stock was 194,022 volumes. 
The library subscribed to 13 newspapers and 278 periodicals. December 
31, 1957 the book stock is 269,016 volumes (31% of the total is juvenile) ; 
17 newspapers and 319 periodicals are received. The library has 3,296 
music scores, 2,743 phonograph records, 17,310 photographs and prints 
and 6,644 rolls of microfilm and 518 maps. There are 1,174 volumes in 
the local history collection. 

In 1947, 10,732 volumes were discarded resulting in a net gain of 1,697 
volumes. In 1957, 9,906 volumes were withdrawn and the net gain was 
10,561 volumes. In 1947, 2,221 books were rebound at a cost of $2,881.12 
and in 1957, 1,868 volumes were rebound at a cost of $3,407.27 (by the 
same three binders) or an increase of 15% for 15% fewer books. 

According to the Publishers’ Weekly of December 9, 1957 the average 
cost of a fiction title since 1948 has increased about 22%, of a biography 
since 1949 about 24% and of a history since 1949 about 27%. 

For the past year there has been a full staff in this division so that the 
arrears mentioned in last year’s report have been eliminated and all the 
work is up to date. With a full staff the work has been organized so 
that enough time is available to put plastikleer jackets on all new books 
without the addition of extra personnel. In addition we have been able 
to channel the school mending so that the extra staff needed in the sum- 
mer months has been cut from six to two. We hope that a full staff can 
be maintained in this division during the coming year so that the progress 
that has been made will continue. 


Children’s Services 


Nineteen hundred and fifty-seven (1957) has been a year of adjust- 
ment in the children’s services so that achievement is difficult to evaluate. 
With the opening of the Coolidge Corner building in January, the children 
from that area who had been using the Main Library children’s room 
during the construction of the Coolidge Corner branch returned to their 
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own children’s room. In circulation figures this shows a gain for Coolidge 
and a loss for Main. It is also noticeable in the Main Library that we 
have lost an appreciable number of our reading families with none so far 
moving in to take their place. 

An important achievement under the direction of the children’s librarian 
at Main is the service to playgrounds during the summer months. Twenty- 
five (25) playgrounds were visited once a week for eight (8) weeks. The 
total children’s staff including elementary school librarians is involved in 
playground story-telling and book distribution. 

The main library children’s room has also serviced the Pierce School 
as a school library. Some classes have a regular schedule whereby they 
come every month on a certain day. There have been 54 classes with an 
attendance of 1,084 children in 1957. Sometimes a father or mother or 
practice teacher comes with these groups and frequently mention the 
desirability of such a service. The children’s librarian has serviced St. 
Mary’s Parochial School, the Park School, the Pollock School, Egmont 
School and the Jewish Recreation Center with deposits of books, book talks 
and story hours. We continue to loan 125 picture books a month to the 
Recreation Department for their pre-school groups. Many parents have 
sought advice about books to buy for their children as well as for guidance 
in selecting books for their children to read. 

The statistical sheets appended to this report reveal many interesting 
details not reported above. The reports from Division Heads and Super- 
visors also contain much of interest that cannot be recorded in this report 
because of space requirements. 

It is peculiarly the privilege of the small library to maintain friendly 
and informal relations with its readers. In such a town as ours, branches 
excel in this respect and they make many staunch friends for the library; 
those friends as well as the help of many civic groups and organizations 
contribute greatly to the success of the library in the community. In 
turn the community is fortunate in having a library staff dedicated to 
good and courteous service. 

My personal gratitude is extended to the Community, the Trustees and 
the Library Staff for understanding and support.

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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual report for 
the year 1957. 


Under date of March 26, 1957 the Annual Town Meeting voted to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to convey, without consideration, at such time as in 
their opinion, suitable alternative accommodations were available, the land 
and buildings at 34 Marion Street which were occupied by the Welfare 
Department to the Brookline Housing Authority for a site on which to 
construct housing for elderly people. Following this meeting, the Brook- 
line Housing Authority and the State Housing Director requested the 
Selectmen to convey this property to comply with ever increasing demand 
for housing for the elderly. Accordingly under date of May 27, 1957 
the headquarters of the Welfare Department were conveyed to the Brook- 
line Housing Authority. 


After a diligent search of all available locations throughout the town 
which would provide sufficient floor space, the Board leased the space in 
Pelham Hall formerly occupied by E. T. Slattery Company at an annual 
rental of $19,000 which included the first floor and basement, air con- 
ditioning, heat, janitorial services and parking facilities in the Pleasant 
Street Garage for fourteen cars. 


No significant changes have been noted in the case loads of the Welfare 
Department under the various categories with the possible exception of 
Old Age Assistance which has decreased somewhat due to the fact that 
many persons reaching the age of sixty-five years become eligible for 
Federal Social Security payments. 


Attention is called to the accompanying report of the Department in 
which the various activities are set forth in greater detail.

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REPORT OF WELFARE AGENT 


January 1, 1958.

Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith the report of the Department of Public Welfare for 
the year ending December 31, 1957. 

The total Public Assistance case load remained substantially unchanged, 
with a gradual but significant decrease in the number of recipients of Old 
Age Assistance. 

Continued reduction in Old Age Assistance case load is attributable in 
large degree to the increase in number of persons over 65 years of age 
becoming eligible for Social Security Benefits, specifically Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance. 

Increase in the cost per case and substantial increase in the cost of 
Public Assistance in the ‘Federal Categories” of Old Age Assistance, 
Disability Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children is a result of the 
increase in cost of medical care and mandatory increases in per diem 
nursing home rates, cost of living increase as determined by cost of living 
index and reduction in legally required contributions by children for sup- 
port of parents as result of increase in legal exemptions. 

96% of our case load and 97% of our expenditures are within the cate- 
gories of Old Age Assistance, Disability Assistance and Aid to Dependent 
Children with Federal and State participation, leaving the balance related 
to General Relief which remains as a local responsibility. This indicates 
a significant trend. 

The amount of $18,770.15 was received during the year from legally 
liable relatives for the support of dependents who were recipients of 
Public Assistance as a direct result of our law enforcement program.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 6, 1958 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Fire Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1957. 

During the year there were 1343 alarms, 237 more than in 1956. Of the 
1343 alarms, 398 were bell alarms, compared with 350 in the preceding 
year and 945 were still alarms. There were six 2 alarm fires and one 3 
alarm fire. Among the alarms answered, 138 were from Boston Boxes, 
31 more than were answered in 1956 and 19 from Newton Boxes compared 
with 17 the year before. 

The Department responded to 153 emergency calls, 51 more than in 
1956, of which 78 were for the use of our resuscitators. 

The fire loss, measured in terms of insurance paid, was $207,775 or 
$48,475 more than in 1956. 

Two new pieces of apparatus were put in service during 1957. On April 
17, 1957 a new Fire Engine was made available and on November 13 the 
new Lighting Truck was delivered. The National Board of Fire Under- 
writers recommends the replacement of Fire Engines after use for 15 to 
18 years. In line with this policy, an appropriation will be asked for at the 
next Town Meeting for another engine to replace one which has been in 
use 21 years. ; 

A careful study was made as to the advisability of substituting for the 
present Gamewell Fire Alarm System, a so-called Telephone System. 
Under the latter system, a telephone is installed in each fire alarm box. In 
view of the satisfactory service at present obtained from our Gamewell 
System and because of the substantial increase in cost of operation of the 
Telephone System, it was decided to make no change. 

Over the period of the next four years, it is planned to install forty 
Police Recall Boxes with Citizens’ Alarms, such boxes to be installed each 
year for four years. 

To the Fire Prevention Bureau has been added an additional man. The 
work of this Bureau is of vital importance in seeing that fire hazards are 
kept at a minimum and laws relating thereto are enforced. 

The total personnel in the Department at the close of the year was 203.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSION 


January 17, 1958. 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the Building Commission for the year ended 
December 31, 1957, is submitted below. 


The Commission’s efforts were directed to five projects: A new Town 
Hall, a new Heath School, a Municipal Swimming Pool and a new Skat- 
ing Rink and Service Building at Larz Anderson Park. 


In conferences with the Board of Selectmen and the Architect plans 
were developed for a new Town Hall and presented to the Town Meeting 
in March. The decision was to defer the project. 


A great deal of time and effort, requiring extended conferences with 
the School Committee and staff and Hugh Stubbins Associates, Architects, 
was expended in developing plans for a new Heath School. These plans 
were for a five hundred pupil school. The Town Meeting decided in favor 
of a smaller school and this project is now in the working drawing stage. 
It is expected that preparation of the site will begin in June and the new 
school will be ready for use in September 1959, 


The new municipal Swimming Pool is nearing completion and should 
be ready for use this spring. Construction has proceeded, well within the 
appropriated amount. 


Work started in December on the new municipal Skating Rink and 
attendant facilities at Larz Anderson Park. A Service Building also sit- 
uated at the Park is nearing completion. Both of these projects are under 
the architectural direction of Child, Lawrence and Shannon.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Brookline, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the Annual Report of the Building Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1957. 


Nineteen fifty-seven marked the first complete year under the new 
Brookline Building Code and its several different requirements from pre- 
vious Codes. The Code as a whole has proven very satisfactory and with 
possible readjustments made in keeping with modern methods and pro- 
cedures could be intact for many years. 


One of the new features of the Code used throughout the year was the 
collection of fees for the various types of permits. The amount collected 


was $8,172.89. 


Four hundred and five permits were issued for a total estimated value 
of $4,553,733. Forty-three single and one two family new dwellings were 
constructed at an estiimated cost of $1,467,020. The estimated cost of 
alterations was $1,101,846. 


The Licensing Board, also created by the adoption of the new Code, 
became active during the latter part of the year, and in the short time in 
active operation, $280 in fees were collected. The trial period has proven 
very satisfactory and portends for better control and enforcement of the 
new Code. 


Two new Town Buildings were started the latter part of the year, one 
being a new service building and the other a skating rink, both at Larz 
Anderson Park. 


Plumbing and gas permits were issued for eight hundred and eighty 
projects at an estimated cost of $697,090. Included in these were the instal- 
lation of two thousand four hundred and eighty-seven modern fixtures. 
Each permit issued entails an average of four inspections. 


The electrical division of the Building Department has been unusually 
active due to installation of heavier electrical appliances in homes requiring 
higher amperage, alterations with the requisite number of inspections have 
increased. More than a thousand permits were issued for electrical installa- 
tions at an estimated cost of $573,764. 


As for municipal installations, a new flood-light system was installed at 
the Cypress Street Playground as well as changing the system at the new 
Bath House from direct to alternating current. Plans have been made to 
include the Gymnasium and High School in the same manner. 


One electrical inspector was added to fill a vacancy. Application has also 
been made to Civil Service for an examination for another electrical in- 
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spector to replace a temporary re-employed inspector who has reached the 
retirement age. 


The lodging house problem is still in our midst. New regulations were 
approved and adopted by the Board of Selectmen under date of July 8, 
1957. Seven owners had complied and many others had expressed their 
intentions to cooperate when late in the year protest was made by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Lodging House Owners Association. No 
decision was reached before the close of the year. 


Two new building inspectors were added to the roster in November, 
1957. The retirement of a temporary inspector due in January, 1958, leaves 
a net gain of one inspector in this division. At least one more inspector is 
needed, for the proper enforcement of the lodging house and convalescent 
home regulations if sustained, and if not, for more rigid inspection under 
direction of the Commissioner. 


I am happy to close with a tribute and words of commendation to a 
group of inspectors and office personnel who have been ever faithful in 
performing the duties of the department.

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REPORT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


January 6, 1958 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Brookline, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby respectfully submit the following Annual Report of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Services for the year 1957. 


This Department functions under Chapter 115 of the General Laws as 
amended. 


As in the past, expenditures for Veterans’ Benefits has steadily increased. 
It is estimated the peak might not be reached until 1970. The continued 
rising cost is due mostly to the additional number of people seeking financial 
aid, increase in State Budgets, higher rates for hospital and convalescent 
care, medicines, et cetera. 


Our Department enjoys a State reputation for excellent community 
service to all veterans and their dependents, especially those in needy cir- 
cumstances due to illness, loss of job because of lay off and who have no 
money on which to live, weekly financial aid is given until such time as 
they return to work and are again self-supporting. Many Spanish, and 
veterans of World War I and their widows, now unable to work find it 
impossible to exist on their small pension, which amount if warranted, is 
supplemented by this Department. If a veteran is in need of hospitaliza- 
tion, arrangements are made by this office for his admission to one of the 
Veterans’ Facilities. Wives, widows and children under 18 years who need 
hospitalization and are unable to pay, may apply for help. 


The Town is reimbursed one-half of the entire cost by the State. Each 
case is thoroughly investigated; all information being closely guarded to 
protect the applicant. 


Every effort is made to assist veterans who are unemployed to find work. 
Personnel Departments of local concerns and others are contacted seeking 
positions. 


As in the past, much of the activity of this Department is concerned with 
advising and counseling veterans of their rights and privileges under the 
constantly changing Federal Laws. 


Memorial Day Exercises were again held. We were honored by the 
presence of contingents from the United States Army, Navy and National 
Guard. The four Veterans Organizations: American Legion, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Disabled American Veterans and Jewish War Veterans and 
their Auxiliaries participated; the Brookline Police Auxiliary also turned 
out in a goodly number. Prior to Memorial Day suitable markers and 
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American Flags were placed on all veterans’ graves in the Brookline 
cemeteries. 


The task of providing a suitable monument to all veterans who served 
Brookline in time of War has been revived in that the building of a new 
Town Hall has apparently been postponed. It has been suggested by the 
Board of Selectmen that this Monument be placed in front of the Brook- 
line Public Library (Washington Street). The earnest desire of the 
Veterans Committee is that this Project be completed before the end of 


1958. 


At this time I want to thank all Department Heads and others who have 
assisted this Department in any way during the past year. The accomplish- 
ments and the services rendered by this Department are due to the excellent 
staff, they are of high caliber, competent and most efficient.

I submit, herewith, the report of the expenditures and activities of the 
Engineering Department for the year ending December 31, 1957:

All town departments are rendered engineering services. Because the 
field of activities is so diversified, it is only possible to mention the most 
important in this report. The functions of the department include the 
making of surveys, studies, maps, estimates and the preparation of plans 
and specifications and contract documents for construction projects and the 
supervision and inspection of these projects. Services of this nature are 
essential to the efficient operation of municipal functions. 

The Town Engineer, in addition to that position, is also Superintendent 
of Streets and Sewers, Wires and Lights, and Refuse Collection. He is 
Chairman of the Health and Safety Committee, Secretary and Engineer of 
the Planning Board and is a member of the Brookline Traffic Committee. 

He is Chairman of the Massachusetts Committee of the American Public 
Works Association. Town responsibilities in addition to membership in 
many committees require his attendance at a large number of meetings and 
conferences throughout the year. 

During the year, he attended the following important meetings: Massa- 
chusetts Safety Conference on March 18 at the Hotel Statler, Boston; 
Massachusetts Highway Association on May 9 at Framingham; Massachu- 
setts Federation of Planning Boards at New Bedford on November 1; New 
England Chapter of the American Public Works Association on June 20 
at Quonset, Rhode Island; American Public Works Association Conference 
September 19-26 at Philadelphia, Pa., and the American Society of Civil 
Engineers Conference October 17-18 at New York City. 


Contracts 


1. The “Work in Various Streets” contract held by Warren Brothers Roads Company, 
dated July 23, 1956, was completed on July 15 and final payment made to the con- 
tractor on July 29. 


2. On May 20, proposals were received by the Selectmen for the construction of a 
“Surface Water Drain in Powell Street and Goddard Avenue and Dam Construc- 
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tion at Larz Anderson Estate.” The work in Goddard Avenue and the Larz Ander- 
son Estate was for the Park Department, but was inspected and supervised by the 
Engineering Department. The contract was awarded to Benedetto Brohers, Inc., 
of Wakefield, on May 27. 

The work was completed September 29, and final payment made to the contractor 
on December 10. 


3. On June 24, proposals were received by the Selectmen for “Work in Various 
Streets.” 
This is an annual contract and the work consists of the reconstruction, resurfacing 
and general repair of various streets within the Town. 
On July 8, the contract was awarded to Warren Brothers Roads Company. Under 
the terms of the agreement, it is in effect until July 15, 1958. 


4. Proposals were received by the Selectmen on August 5 for the “Construction of 
Heath Street from the Newton Line to Hammond Pond Parkway; Reservoir 
Road, from Heath Street to Boylston Street, and Newton Street, south side, near 
the Boston Line.” 

On August 9, the contract was awarded to B. F. Quimby and Son. This work 
will be paid for from the money allocated to the Town under Section 5A of Chapter 
718 of the Acts of 1956 by the Massachusetts Legislature as explained in the 1956 
report. The termination date for this contract has been extended by the Selectmen 
and the work will not be completed until 1958. 


The Chapter 90 construction on Clyde Street, from Lee Street to Newton 
Street and on Newton Street, from Goddard Circle to Grove Street, has 
been delayed. This was partially due to an agreement with the Country 
Club that no construction, which would interfere with the National Golf 
Tournament, held there late in the summer, would be carried on while the 
tournament was in progress. The plans and specifications are being pre- 
pared by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works, and it is our 
understanding that proposals will not be received until early in 1958. 
Certain work such as walls and drainage facilities will be carried out during 
the winter, and the remainder of the project as soon as the season permits. 
These projects will complete the cross-town highway, the first section of 
which was constructed in 1951-1952 on Lee Street from Boylston Street 
to Warren Street. 

The Engineering Department furnished inspection and supervision of 
the construction work in the Heath Estates, formerly known as the Lyman 
Estate. This is in accordance with a long established policy to insure that 
the work is done in accordance with town specifications. 

The 15 inch surface water drain located in private land adjacent to 
Summit Path is being relaid within the area of the Path. The cost will be 
paid by private parties with inspection by the Engineering Department. 

The policy inaugurated in 1951, whereby agreements were executed with 
several licensed drainlayers, under which small projects, not exceeding 
$1,000 in cost, has been continued. These projects are carried out at com- 
petitive prices. The work in general consists of the construction or recon- 
struction of single catch-basins and connections, small bleeder drains, and 
the repair of minor collapses or stoppages in the sewerage and surface 
water drainage systems. Much of the work is of an emergency nature and 
through these agreements it is possible to avoid the delays and expense 
involved in the preparation, advertising and canvassing of proposals for 
formal contracts. The work is performed in an economical and expeditious 
manner. During 1957, there have been twenty-two (22) projects of this 
nature, costing approximately $10,000. 
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Surface water drain and sewer extensions, house connections, manholes, 
catch basins, sewer assessments and charges have been scheduled and are 
on file in this office. 

Designs, estimates and surveys are now being prepared for proposed 
1958 projects. Among these are the reconstruction of several streets 
throughout the town to be carried out as Chapter 90 Projects. 

Clinton Road, southwesterly from Eliot Street, has been laid out by the 
Selectmen under the provisions of the law allowing the assessment of 
betterments, and plans are being prepared for the Annual Town Meeting. 


SERVICES TO OTHER TOWN DEPARTMENTS 


Highway Department 


Fifty (50) lines and grades have been established for setting curbstone, 
the construction of sidewalks and miscellaneous matters. 

Two hundred six (206) measurements of sidewalk construction were 
made and the corresponding areas computed. 

Specifications and contracts were prepared for the purchase of materials 
and equipment. 

The specifications and contract documents for the “Work in Various 
Streets” contract were prepared by this department, which also furnished 
inspection, supervision and engineering services necessary for the carrying 
out of the work. The estimates for payment were prepared by the En- 
gineering Department. 

This contract is, for the most part, highway maintenance, and consists 
of resurfacing and patching street pavements, sidewalks and setting or 
resetting curbstone. 


Assessors Department 


Twelve (12) buildings were measured and their cubical contents com- 
puted for use in tax appeal cases. Fifty-three (53) photographs were 
taken, developed and printed to supplement this data. 

Forty-five (45) new buildings and seventy-five (75) alterations have 
been measured and recorded upon the Assessors’ Plans. 

Thirteen (13) sub-divisions of property and four hundred seventy (470) 
real estate transfers were received from the Norfolk County Registry of 
Deeds, noted upon the Assessors’ Plans and filed. 

Forty-eight (48) bound and twelve (12) unbound copies of the “Annual 
Brookline Assessors’ Atlas” were purchased and paid for by the Engineer- 
ing Department. They were distributed to the various Town Departments. 

A large part of the time of one Engineering Department Assistant is 
spent in making the annual revision of the Assessors’ Plans and Atlas. 


Building Department 


Fifty-nine (59) buildings were checked to determine their location in 
relation to street and lot lines, in order to ascertain whether the zoning 
regulations had been complied with. 


Traffic Committee 


The Town Engineer and the Second Assistant Town Engineer are 
members of the Brookline Traffic Committee. 
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This department makes investigations and prepares estimates of cost in 
matters concerning the work of this Committee. 

When petitions requesting the installation of traffic signals are received 
and such installations ordered by the Selectmen, the Engineering Depart- 
ment prepares the estimates, contract documents and plans for the work, 
and provides the engineering services for the laying-out of the installation. 


Planning Board 


The Town Engineer is Secretary and Engineer for the Planning Board. 

Plans, sketches, estimates and studies and all engineering services made 
necessary by the work of the Planning Board are furnished by this 
department. 

Sub-division plans, prepared by private engineers and submitted for 
approval to the Planning Board are checked by the Engineering Depart- 
ment in order to determine that all requirements of the regulations govern- 
ing “Sub-Division Control” have been complied with and to determine the 
accuracy of the computations. 


Town Counsel 


Thirty-five (35) photographs were taken, developed and printed for use 
as evidence where claims have been instituted against the Town. 

Some time has been spent by an Assistant in the department in assembling 
material for legal papers, such as laying-out documents, orders of taking, 
agreements and similar matters. 


Park Department 

Assistance was rendered to the Park Department in preparing plans 
and contract documents for their construction work. 

One Engineering Department Assistant was assigned to the Park De- 
partment for a period of six months to perform engineering duties con- 
nected with the construction projects. During this assignment he was 
paid by the Park Department for a period of four months. 


Town Treasurer 


Four hundred seventy-four (474) reports were made in response to 
inquiries regarding sewer assessments and municipal liens. 


Miscellaneous 
Formal entries were made as follows: 
1. April 2—For the alteration, widening and reconstruction of Clyde Street, between 
Lee Street and Newton Street. 


2. April 4—For the alteration, widening and reconstruction of Newton Street, between 
Clyde Street and Grove Street. 


3. April 24For the alteration, widening and reconstruction of Reservoir Road, 
between Heath Street and Boylston Street. 


4. June 11—For the alteration, widening and reconstruction of Newton Street, 
between Clyde Street and Goddard Avenue. 


5. June 11—For the alteration, widening and reconstruction of Heath Street between 
the Newton-Brookline Line and Hammond Pond Parkway. 

It is our earnest endeavor to supply information pertaining to the func- 

tions of the department to the public in a prompt and courteous manner. 
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For this purpose, an information desk is maintained in the office. Many 
additional inquiries are received each day by telephone. 


Inquiries and applications during the year were approximately as follows: 
60 Street numbers assigned to buildings. 
170 Inquiries by private engineers as to street lines. 
65 Inquiries concerning zoning. 
175 Inquiries concerning street locations and grades. 
250 Inquiries concerning sewer locations. 
4 Inquiries concerning street betterments. 
80 Inquiries concerning lot lines. 
35 Inquiries concerning geologic information. 

Eighty-one (81) permits were issued to licensed drainlayers for the 
construction of sewer and surface water drain house connections. Of this 
number four (4) were for stoppages resulting from the infiltration of 
roots or other reasons. The entire time of one assistant is devoted to the 
inspection of these connections, investigation of complaints concerning 
drainage problems, and supervision of minor repairs in the sewerage and 
surface water drainage systems. 

As required by the Town By-Law, an inventory of all property owned 
by the Town and in possession of the Engineering Department is on file 
in this office. 

Approximately fifty-five lines and grades have been given, in the field, 
at the request of property owners and private contractors. 

The “Ozalid” reproducing machine and the “Multilith” printing machine 
have given excellent satisfaction during the year. The “Multilith” machine 
was installed in 1956 and the “Ozalid’”’ in 1953. Both were replacements 
for obsolete models. These machines together with the photostatic equip- 
ment effect a distinct saving to all town departments. Plans, maps and 
valuable documents, together with departmental stationery and many types 
of forms are reproduced and printed for all of the town services. This 
equipment has required only the normal amount of repairs during the year. 

Four hundred forty-five (445) various school records have been photo- 
stated; eight hundred seventy-four (874) copies of veterans’ discharges 
and one thousand seven hundred thirty-six (1736) copies of other important 
veterans’ papers have been made. 

Three thousand six hundred eighty-three (3683) copies of miscellaneous 
records and documents have been made for various town departments. 

Four hundred seventy-five thousand seven hundred fifty (475,750) 
sheets of printed matter were made on the Multilith printing machine. This 
work consisted of departmental stationery, bill heads, record blanks, notices, 
budget sheets, etc. 

A daily record is kept of local meteorological conditions through the 
medium of recording equipment in the possession of the department. A 
chart showing the compilation of these records is on file in this office. 

The department has three Plymouth Ranch Wagons and three Ford 
Sedans. The Ranch Wagons were purchased in 1956 and one of the Ford 
Sedans was purchased during the current year replacing a Ford that was 
nine years old. 

The full set of coordinate sewer plans is still incomplete. It has been 
possible, due to pressure of other work, to devote only a minimum of time

to this important project. It is important that time be allotted to this work 
in the near future in order to preserve these very valuable records. 

One hundred thirty-nine (139) miscellaneous photographs have been 
taken, developed and printed. In order to show important details more 
adequately, many of these pictures were enlarged. The sites of all construc- 
tion projects are photographed previous to the start of the actual work, 
during its progress, and subsequent to completion. This procedure is in 
accordance with a long established policy. These pictures have many times, 
in the past, had great importance as evidence in cases where claims have 
been instituted against the town. A large number of pictures have been 
taken for other departments. 

The modern street lighting program, as authorized by the Selectmen in 
1950 was completed in 1955. At the present time, the installation of modern 
lighting units is being continued when needed due to the reconstruction and 
widening of existing streets and in private ways which have recently been 
developed. A more detailed report on this subject is contained in the report 
of the Highway Department. 

Tables and charts relating to streets, sewers and drains and data relative 
to 1957 contracts are on file in this office. 

Articles have been prepared for the 1958 Annual Town Meeting Warrant 
for such matters as pertain to the Engineering and Highway Department 
functions. | 

The Town Engineer regrets to report the loss of James J. Moran, Assist- 
ant Town Engineer, who passed away October 13, 1957. Mr. Moran had 
twenty-eight years of efficient and conscientious service with the town, 
joining the Engineering Department as construction inspector in 1929. He 
was appointed Assistant Town Engineer in 1950. His many friends in 
the Engineering Department and the town regret his passing. 

I take this opportunity to express my appreciation for the cooperation 
shown by my assistants, by the various boards and commissions, the officials 
and all departments of the Town.

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The Superintendent of Streets is also Town Engineer, Superintendent of 
Wires and Lights and Superintendent of Refuse Disposal. In addition to 
these positions, he is also a member of several committees which have been 
appointed to assist in carrying out efficiently the many functions of Town 
Government. 

The correlation of the services of the Highway and Engineering Depart- 
ments, during the past several years, has resulted in greater efficiency and 
lower unit costs. The close relationship between new street construction and 
the engineering phases of highway maintenance brings about distinct advan- 
tages in favor of economical operation.

I regret to report the death of five pensioners. Three employees were 
pensioned during the year, which makes a total of thirty-four pensioners 
on the department’s pension list plus two annuities. 


Street Cleaning 


Except during the winter months, when snow and ice conditions prevail, 
street cleaning is carried on throughout the year. The business districts 
are cleaned once a day. The streets in the residential districts are cleaned 
once a week. The four mechanical sweepers are aided greatly in the work 
by the two flushers which were purchased in 1952. During the autumn 
months the two leaf removers, which were purchased in 1950, are of great 
assistance when falling leaves increase the cleaning work. 

Approximately 4,475 tons of material, including 1600 tons of leaves, 
were removed from the highways during 1957. 

The use of four mechanical sidewalk sweepers has made a substantial 
saving in cost, and their use has practically eliminated the slow and expen- 
sive practice of hand sweeping. 

The sand left upon the streets as a result of sanding operations during 
the winter has, for the past several years, been removed and stored or used 
directly for filling. The pea-stone ‘‘whip-off’’ from surface-treated streets 
is removed and used in the repair of sidewalks. This conservation and 
reuse of materials results in a considerable saving of cost. 

The careless throwing of waste materials upon the highways is a viola- 
tion of health and safety regulations and under the law is punishable by a 
fine. A large portion of the debris which accumulates upon the streets is 
placed there by negligent persons. There would be a considerable saving 
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in time and cost of the street cleaning services if the public would cooperate 
in this matter and refrain from deliberately depositing refuse upon the 
streets. 

There are still many citizens who, during the fall and winter season, 
deposit leaves and snow upon the public ways. This material has been 
gathered from private property. This situation considerably increases the 
cost of street cleaning because it is often necessary to return heavy equip- 
ment to areas that have very recently been cleaned. Offenders will be 
prosecuted under existing laws and regulations which govern such practices. 


Removal of Snow and Ice

Proposals for furnishing, on a rental basis, all equipment, such as trucks, 
bulldozers, front end loaders, etc., necessary to supplement town-owned 
equipment for plowing and removal of snow and ice from the Town’s 
highways and for sanding icy road conditions, were received by the Pur- 
chasing Agent on August 23. The request for proposals had been adver- 
tised and were canvassed in accordance with the Town By-Law. The 
contract was awarded to the Charles Capone Construction Co., Inc., on 
October 7. Similar contracts have been made for the past several years. 
The agreement remains in effect throughout the winter of 1957-58. 

The necessity for assuming the plowing formerly done by the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority on the routes over which its equipment operates 
has placed an additional burden upon the Town for the past five years. 

A weather forecasting service is employed by the department. Advance 
reports are received concerning expected amounts of precipitation, high 
wind velocities and highway icing conditions. It is possible, through this 
medium, by early preparation, to minimize highway hazards from weather 
conditions. 

The use of mechanical spreaders has eliminated hand spreading of sand 
on the roadways, and for the greater part, on sidewalks. Greater efficiency 
and economy have resulted from the speeding up of the sanding operation. 
Slippery pavement hazards are reduced to a minimum. 

The problem of finding suitable locations, which are available for snow 
storage, becomes more difficult each year. 

Sixty-three sand boxes were placed at various locations throughout the 
Town and approximately 4,000 lin. ft. of snow fences erected. 


Roadways 


On June 24, proposals were canvassed by the Selectmen for “Work in 
Various Streets.” The contract was awarded to Warren Brothers Roads 
Company, the low bidder, on July 8. A similar contract was held by the 
same contractor the previous year. It includes the major portion of the 
highway maintenance work. 
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__ By grouping many small projects together under this type of contract, 
increased economy and efficiency are effected through lower costs resulting 
from competitive bidding.

The total length of roadways resurfaced with Type I-1 dense mix bitu- 
minous concrete was approximately 6,245 lineal feet, or 1.18 miles. 

Under the same contract for “Work in Various Streets” approximately 
1,100 square yards of miscellaneous bituminous concrete patches were 
placed on roadways throughout the town. 

The usual annual contract for repair of street openings and surface 
repairs was awarded to the Ideal Asphalt and Contracting Corporation, 
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the low bidder. Under this agreement approximately 1,334 square yards 
of bituminous concrete roadway repairs and patches were made. 

As mentioned in last year’s report it was expected that the Chapter 90 
construction on Clyde Street, from Lee Street to Newton Street, and on 
Newton Street, between Goddard Circle and Grove Street, would be carried 
out in 1957. However, due to the agreement with the Country Club that 
no construction would be undertaken that would interfere with the National 
Golf Tournament, which was held there this summer, and delay in prepara- 
‘tion of plans and specifications by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works, the work has not been started. It is our understanding that the 
contract will be let early in 1958. Work such as wall and drainage facilities 
will be done this winter and the contract completed as soon as the season 
permits. 


Trafic Control 


The Traffic Committee has held regular meetings throughout the year 
with Mr. Eugene P. Carver, Jr., as Chairman. 

Each year an increasingly serious and complex situation presents itself 
due to the volume of traffic passing over our highways. Careful study is 
necessitated by the Committee due to the many involved problems of traffic 
control. 

Approximately 30.8 miles of white lines (including repainting where 
necessary) have been painted on the road surface, requiring about 410 
gallons of paint. The marking of center lines and traffic lanes is a most 
effective safety measure. Approximately 13,304 lineal feet of lines marking 
parking meter spaces, 2,180 lineal feet of angle parking lines, 33,272 lineal 
feet of crosswalks, 5,476 lineal feet of stop lines, 22,777 lineal feet of 
lettering, 4,880 lineal feet of bus stop markings, and 17,535 lineal feet of 
curb were painted. For these latter purposes 625 gallons of traffic paint 
were used. 

The cost of Highway Department maintenance of parking meter areas, 
including cleaning, painting of white lines, and snow removal was approxi- 
mately $41,000 during 1957. 

The total number of meters now in operation is 999 (840 on street park- 
ing and 159 off street parking). Because of traffic regulation revisions 
fourteen (14) meters were installed at various locations in the town. 

Proposals were canvassed on December 3 for the annual contract for 
the maintenance of all traffic signal equipment owned and operated by the 
Town. The contract was awarded to the Municipal Signal and Supply 
Company, the low bidder on December 9, 1957.

As a result of miscellaneous orders and changes in traffic regulations 
during the year approximately 229 signs were erected or replaced. 


Garages 


A garage and repair shop, located on Kendall Street, services all trucks 
and other equipment of the Highway Department. This facility is owned 
by the Town and operated by the Town employees. The cost of operation 
is charged against the various services in proportion to the service rendered. 

Departmental cars are garaged at 2 St. Paul Street. This location was 
leased for a period of five years by the Selectmen. The effective date was 
February 1, 1955. Because of the close proximity to the Town Hall, the 
St. Paul Street location has proven very satisfactory. 

The contract to supply all tires and tubes was awarded to the Cooper 
Tire & Rubber Co. The contract for furnishing gasoline is held by the 
Socony Mobil Oil Company. 


Permits 
There were 905 permits issued during the year. 


Bridges 
All bridges within the Town have been thoroughly inspected and such 
repairs as were necessary made. 


Sidewalks 


The following number of petitions for sidewalk construction were re- 
ceived: driveway entrances — sixty-three (63); granolithic sidewalks — 
twenty-nine (29); granite curbing — eight (8); asphalt sidewalks — 
thirty-six (36). Approximately 795 square yards of new granolithic walks 
were constructed, and about 1,688 square yards of new asphalt walks were 
completed. 

Repairs made to granolithic sidewalks amounted to approximately 5,658 
square yards and to asphalt walks about 15,955 square yards. 

The annual contracts for the construction and repair of granolithic side- 
walks were awarded to Joseph Amara & Son, and for repair and construc- 
tion of asphalt sidewalks to the Ideal Asphalt and Contracting Corporation. 
These contracts are on a competitive bidding basis, and the awards were 
made to the low bidder. 

Approximately 10,850 lin. ft. of sidewalks were surface treated during 
the year. 

During the year 900 lineal feet of granite curbing was reset, and 2,523 
lineal feet of new curbing set. 


Refuse Collection 
During 1957, the enforcement of the rules and regulations pertaining to 
the storage, collection, and disposal of waste material has been continued, 
and with the cooperation of the public and vigilance of the Waste Collec- 
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tion Inspectors assigned to this task, a decided improvement has been noted 
in sanitary conditions in the Town. 

Burnable rubbish and garbage are disposed of at the Incinerator and 
non-burnable rubbish continues to be disposed of at the land fill located off 
Newton Street in a satisfactory and sanitary manner. 

The following quantities of refuse were collected by the Highway De- 
partment during 1957:

The Department will continue its efforts to improve waste collection 
and disposal services and thereby improve the general sanitary conditions 
of the Town. 


Care of Sewers and Drains 


The number of catch basins cleaned during the year was approximately 
2,173 and 1,567 tons of material removed therefrom. The main sewers 
were inspected and cleaned as required. 

Root infiltration into the sewerage system has necessitated a consid- 
erable amount of cutting and repair work. The department, however, has 
recently obtained a chemical material that is proving to be successful in 
dissolving root fibre in certain cases. 

Several new catch basins and connections to the surface water drains 
have been constructed or reconstructed during the year to facilitate the 
run-off of surface water and correct flooding conditions. 

Much waste is removed from the roadways by the street cleaning service, 
before it can be washed into the catch basins. This materially lessens the 
cost of maintenance of the surface water system by reducing the frequency 
of cleaning the basins.

All purchases were made through the Purchasing Department. Proposals 
were duly advertised and canvassed. In all cases where the proposals met 
the specifications, the contract was awarded to the low bidder. 
The Superintendent of Streets takes this opportunity to express his 
appreciation to Mr. H. G. Saumsiegle, Purchasing Agent, for the coopera- 
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tion shown by his department in the procedure necessary for purchasing 
of Highway Department equipment. 


Street Lighting 


During the year orders were placed to install modern street lighting on 
Clinton Road from Eliot Street westerly ; one new light on Codman Road; 
and there were several relocations on various streets because of widenings 
or other reasons. 

Orders were also placed to install lights on new fire alarm boxes at 
various locations. 

Lighting for the new “walkway” from the Centre Street parking area to 
Harvard Street was designed and installed early in the summer. 

Two hundred twenty-six (226) gas lamp posts were removed during 
1957. All remaining posts will be removed during 1958. 

I take this opportunity to express my sincere appreciation for the coopera- 
tion shown by my assistants, and by the officials, the various Boards and 
Commissions and other Departments.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANTING TREES 


The application of a heavier spray solution for dormant spraying, as 
recommended by the Shade Tree Laboratories at the University of Massa- 
chusetts, and as used by us both last year and this, seems to have been 
encouragingly effective in controlling the spread of Dutch Elm Disease in 
Brookline. 


We had the lowest number of confirmed infected trees since 1950, namely 
26 publicly owned and 64 privately owned for a total of 90. 


On December 9, 1957, Henry Schmidt retired as Foreman in the For- 
estry Department. He had ably and faithfully served the Department for 
over forty years. After the death of Daniel Lacy he served as Acting 
Director of Forestry for a year. No small part of the success of Brook- 
line’s program for the care and preservation of its trees during his long 
span of service may be justifiably credited to his quiet, intelligent and 
unfailing devotion to his assignments. 


On bids for removal of diseased trees on private estates we have accepted 
the low bid of $50 a tree for 1958.

HIGHLIGHTS OF 1957 


(1) Health Department, Health Sub-Council, and other Town organi- 
zations develop master plan to prepare for possible outbreak of Asian 
influenza. 

(2) 759 Town employees are protected with inoculations of new anti- 
influenza vaccine at special Health Department clinics. 

(3) Intensive medical examination with parents present replaces tradi- 
tional screening examination in two grades in public schools. 

(4) <A special exhibit and two orientation sessions are used to interpret 
school health services to teachers in public schools. 

(5) The final discharge physical examination given to children enrolled 
in the Preschool Conferences conducted by Brookline Visiting Nurse 
Service is accepted as the official school entrance examination, thus elimi- 
nating duplication of examinations.

(14) Inauguration of incremental dental care program results in ex- 
panded services to more eligible Brookline children.

ADMINISTRATION 


In February, 1957, Dr. Robert H. Hamlin resigned as Director of Public 
Health. He was replaced by Dr. Leon J. Taubenhaus, who had previously 
served as Assistant Director. This change in directorship coincided with a 
change of emphasis in the administration of the Department. While the 
previous Director was primarily concerned with developing the present 
organizational structure of the Department on a sound and modern basis, 
the new Director placed his emphasis on utilizing the structural changes 
made by his predecessor in order to consolidate the gains already made and 
increase the services and efficiency of the Department. 

The most obvious of these Administrative changes can be seen in the 
1958 Budget request. Here, in spite of increases in salaries and other costs, 
and with increases in many services rendered by the Department there has 
been a slight decrease in total budget requested. As no expenditures have 
any real meaning unless they are related to what one gets for the expendi- 
ture, a comparison by program of the 1957 and 1958 Budgets follows.

I Premature Infants 


51 premature infants weighing 544 pounds or less were reported to the 
Department during 1957, as required by law. 24 of these were eligible for 
consideration of financial aid because they weighed under 5 pounds. 7 re- 
quests for assistance were received and hospital expenses were paid for 
6 premature infants at a total cost of $2,036.50. Insurance covered the 
majority of the remainder; 4 had Boston Settlements and 1 was State- 
settled.

Il Infant and Preschool Child 


The Brookline Visiting Nurse Service, which is a division of the Brook- 
line Friendly Society, was, as in the past, responsible for the operation of 
Well Child Services to eligible Brookline families. The Health Depart- 
ment gives financial support for this service. 

Weekly conferences, one for infants (O-2 years) and one for preschoolers 
(2-5 years), have been conducted with an average attendance of twenty 
at the former and twelve at the latter. A well qualified pediatrician together 
with a child health nurse supervisor and staff nurses from the Visiting 
Nurse Service are present at all times at these conferences. The babies and 
preschoolers are weighed, measured and examined. Advice and health 
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supervision is given to the mothers in matters of feeding, growth and 
development, and health habits of their children. The preschoolers are 
tuberculin patch tested at two years of age and again at five years of age, 
just before entering school. All preschoolers registered in the conferences 
are eligible for dental care in the Health Department Dental Clinic. 

The Child Health Nurse visits each home regularly to assist the mother 
in individual feeding problems and to interpret the pediatrician’s recom- 
mendations. Sick babies and preschoolers are referred to the family doctor 
or to one of the local hospital clinics. 

In May and June a new procedure was introduced in relation to school 
entrance examinations. Through the combined efforts of the School Health 
Services and the Visiting Nurse Services, the Discharge physical examina- 
tion in the Preschool Conference served as the child’s official examination 
for entrance into school and no additional examination was required by 
the school. The school nurses were present at these conferences and had 
the opportunity of not only meeting the parent and the child, but also were 
informed regarding the child’s complete health record to date and any 
special findings from the discharge physical examination. Sixty-seven 
children were given “discharge-entrance”’ physicals.

III The School-Age Child 
1. Introduction 


Health Services for 8,150 children in both the public and parochial 
schools continued under the technical supervision of the Director of Child 
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Health. In the 11 public schools, the services were rendered by 7 school 
nurses and several part-time physicians, with the joint approval of the 
Superintendent of Schools and the Director of Public Health. In the two 
parochial schools, one Health Department nurse and a part-time physician 
rendered the services. 

Supervision and in-service training of school health personnel was 
emphasized. The nurse serving the parochial schools continued under the 
supervision of the Director of Nursing Health Services. Weekly meetings 
of all Public School Nurses were held to discuss problems and to plan for 
programs, and in the Fall of 1957 the Parochial School Nurse joined the 
group. 

The first meeting of physicians examining in the Public Schools was held 
in November to discuss the school health program. A uniform system of 
recording and follow-up was devised at this first meeting. More meetings 
are planned for the coming year. 


2. New Activities 
a) Counseling Clinics 

Since September, the Director of Child Health, assisted by a half-time 
pediatrician, has offered scheduled consultation sessions in each of the 
Public Schools for various health problems —e.g., review of handicapped 
children, children excused from physical education, referrals from prin- 
cipals and teachers, etc. 

The same service was being rendered in the Parochial Schools by the 
regular school physician. Each school receives 2 hours of consultation 
service every 10-14 days. 

b) Post-examination Conferences. 

Starting in September, scheduled conferences between the classroom 
teacher, the school nurse, school physician, the dental health coordinator 
and the principal were held in each school to discuss and share the findings 
of the health examinations. To date, these conferences have been on a trial 
basis in selected Public School grades — kindergarten and 4th — following 
the intensive type of health examination given in these grades. The success 
of these conferences to date encourages the staff to make them a regular 
feature in all schools. 

c) Orientation Program for New Teachers. 

In cooperation with the Public Schools’ Orientation Program, the Depart- 
ment this year played host for an afternoon to 53 new teachers. The pro- 
gram consisted of a talk on “The Teacher in the School Health Service 
Program,” a question and answer period, and a tour of the Health Center. 
It is planned to continue this program for new teachers each year, and 
possibly to develop similar sessions to interpret the health program to all 
teachers. 

d) School Entrance Examinations 

Rather than duplicate in the school program the excellent examinations 
given to the 67 children being discharged from the Brookline Visiting 
Nurse Service Preschool Conference, it was agreed to coordinate the two 
programs. The school nurse attended the child’s final examination at the 
Preschool Conference, conferring with the Conference doctor and nurse, 
and entering the results on the School Health Card. This examination thus 
constituted the official school-entrance examination. 
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3. Regular Activities and Services (reported for school year 1956-57). 
a) Health Examinations 

While intensive 15-20 minute health examinations, including health 
histories, have been offered for some time to selected grades in the Paro- 
chial Schools, only in the past school year has this type of examination 
been introduced in the Public Schools at two grade levels. Its reception has 
been good. The remaining Public School pupils have received the usual 
screening-type of examination.

b) Hearing and Vision Tests of Grades 1, 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 & 12. 
To alert parents to the importance of vision and hearing conservation, 
a notice was sent home to each parent, explaining the test and its signifi- 
cance.

c) Tuberculin Patch Tests — Grades Kindergarten, 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 & 12. 

As in 1956, not only positive reactors, but their entire families and close 
adult contacts were x-rayed. A committee composed of health personnel 
and educators met to explore ways of better interpreting the program to 
both pupils and faculty. Their efforts resulted in a pamphlet, “Your Child’s 
Patch Test.” Each child receiving a patch test is given one to take home. ~

d) Diphtheria-Tetanus Control. 

Literature was sent to parents of all children in both Public and Paro- 
chial Schools, urging them to keep up their children’s protection against 
diphtheria and tetanus, and to obtain a booster inoculation if there had not 
been one for over three years. They were free to obtain boosters through 
their own doctor, or, if they preferred, the necessary boosters could be 
given in school. As was hoped for, many of those requesting boosters were 
among older children whose protection had lapsed.

4. Special Activities 
a) Exhibits 

During March, an exhibit entitled “The Teacher in the School Health 
Service Program” was prepared by the Department staff and displayed in 
the Educational Resources Center of the Public Schools. It was seen there 
by some two hundred teachers, and since then the exhibit has been re- 
peatedly used in health education seminars and workshops. 

In October, at the annual convention of the Massachusetts State Nurses 
Association, a display of forms and educational materials used in the 
Brookline School Health Services was exhibited. 

b) Influenza Program. 

Under the threat of a possibly crippling epidemic of Asian Influenza, it 
was decided to offer anti-influenza vaccine to the school personnel, as well 
as to other Town Employees. In October, 272 public school and 32 paro- 
chial school personnel were immunized. 

c) Forsyth Dental Care Program. 

Arrangements were made again this year with the Forsyth Dental In- 
firmary for Children to give dental care to eligible children beyond Grade 2 
from the two local parochial schools. The Parochial School Nurse made 
17 visits with 99 children for a total of 765 patient visits.

6. Needs felt by the staff and toward which work is expected to go 
forward in 1958. 

a) Closer cooperation with teachers and other school personnel who 

are indispensable to a modern school health program; more teacher-nurse 
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conferences; planned and scheduled health education programs; and more 
effective use of community resources. 

b) Continued evaluation of “routine” procedures to eliminate needless 
and time consuming practices in order to free personnel for more important 
and productive tasks. 

c) Development of Policy and Procedure Manuals for the School 
Health Services. 

d) Development of a unified record and reporting system. 

IV Brookline School Health Study 

In the early fall of 1956, members of the Health Department staff met 
with members of the School Department and of the Harvard Schools of 
Education and Public Health to develop plans for a study of health pro- 
grams in the schools of the Town. A study design was carefully developed 
and pre-tested in two school systems in the Metropolitan Area. During the 
spring of 1957, all the schools in Brookline were studied and one-third of 
all school personnel were interviewed at length to obtain data on current 
school health practices and policies. The material gathered is now being 
tabulated and analyzed so that a “health practices profile’ can be drawn 
for each school in Brookline. 

Soon after the beginning of the school year, the second phase of the 
study was initiated. This consists of organizing small self-study discussion 
groups in two of the elementary schools with the purpose of having the 
school personnel themselves decide what health issues are in need of most 
attention and what they can do to create more effective health practices and 
policies in their individual schools. These groups are now meeting monthly 
and will continue their discussions throughout the 1957-1958 school year. 


DENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 
I Admunistration 

Dental services to Brookline children were greatly expanded this year 
with the appointment of a full time dental clinic director who has special 
training in children’s dentistry. His primary functions are in the areas of 
policy planning, clinical supervision, staff education, and liaison with the 
Dental Society and dental schools. 

Regular inservice education programs were instituted for the dental staff. 
Featured at several of these sessions was an orthodontist from the Harvard 
Dental School who conducted a refresher course in methods of recognizing 
and classifying the typical irregularities found in the teeth of children. 
A special orientation program to the staff and policies of the Public School 
System was arranged for the director and the dental health coordinator 
through the cooperation of the Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 

Students from the Harvard Dental School, Tufts School of Dental 
Medicine and Forsyth School of Dental Hygiene participated in visits, 
observations and demonstrations at the dental clinic. Afternoon clinic 
services, heretofore impossible, were started this year on a limited basis by 
making use of senior students from Tufts and Forsyth. These students, 
as assigned by their schools, spent 248 hours performing clinical services 
for Brookline patients. The dental hygiene students also served as assist- 
ants to the dental health coordinator during the school entrance examina- 
tions and at morning dental clinics. | 
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Through the cooperation of the United States Public Health Service the 
X-ray facilities of the dental clinic were evaluated. Extra safety devices 
were added to eliminate unnecessary radiation. A year round X-ray moni- 
toring service was also introduced to assure that no patients or staff 
member receives excess radiation. 7 


Il Preventive Services 


Dental screenings continued to be an integral part of the school entrance 
examinations during May and June. The dental health coordinator ex- 
amined the children’s teeth and discussed her findings and recommenda- 
tions with the parents who attended. Children with their parents were 
advised about their own dental needs and good dental health practices. 

This type of dental examination was also included in the intensive 
medical examination offered to new pupils, to pupils in the 4th grade of 
public schools, and those in selected grades in parochial schools. During 
1957, 1,485 pupils were screened with 1,037 parents present during the 
examination. 


III Corrective Services 


Following a study of previous clinic procedures by staff members and 
dental consultants, an incremental dental care program was begun this 
year. It includes plans for completing all the necessary dental work for 
patients enrolled in the clinic and for calling them back periodically for 
regular check-ups. This plan will permit a gradual expansion of service 
to cover more eligible children. Priority was given to 3 year olds, referred 
from the Preschool Conference of the Brookline Visiting Nurse Service. 
In addition, the eligibility requirements have been expanded to cover some 
third grade youngsters. Formerly the upper limit was children in the 
second grade of school. 

Additional clinic services started this year include complete medical and 
dental histories, x-rays on new patients when indicated, topical fluoride 
treatments, and special techniques for saving first teeth.

EDUCATION FOR HEALTH 


Education for health is an integral part of all programs of the Depart- 
ment. [ducation usually takes place through personal contact, group dis- 
cussions and the use of the mass media of communication. During 1957, 
all three methods of education for health were employed. Their overall 
coordination is the responsibility of the health educator. Special emphasis 
this year was placed on evaluating the effectiveness of the Department’s 
Health Bulletin. For over thirty-nine years, this Health Bulletin has been 
one of the cornerstones of the health education program. It is sent to every 
household in town four times a year. A random sample of 108 house- 
holders were interviewed by two students and the health educator. Four- 
teen questions, designed with the help of a social scientist from the Harvard 
School of Public Health, were asked. The results were encouraging. The 
Bulletin was read by 95% of the respondents. Three-quarters of them said 
they personally liked it. 42% suggested topics for future issues. 96% of 
those who read it felt other people would not have trouble understanding 
it. 60% recalled services mentioned in the Bulletin. The most popular 
feature seemed to be the restaurant ratings. 67% knew the correct rating 
that the Health Department gave the restaurants they patronized. The 
lessons learned from this experience are being applied to future issues of 
the Bulletin. 


Other Health Education Activities 

1. The Health Educator served as a consultant to the Brookline Cancer 
Education Committee which successfully sponsored three public showings 
of the film “Breast Self-Examination.” Two thousand women attended 
these programs. 

2. A new pamphlet, “Your Child’s Patch Test” was developed in con- 
junction with a joint committee from the staffs of the Brookline Public 
Schools and this Department. 

3. A special exhibit entitled “The Role of the Teacher in the School 
Health Service Program” was prepared and displayed for a month in the 
Educational Resources Center of the Brookline Public Schools. This 
exhibit, although primarily aimed at orientating local teachers, was used at 
several other teachers’ meetings in the Commonwealth and at the Harvard 
School of Public Health. 

4. A new intradepartmental house organ prepared by a special staff 
committee and edited by the health educator was inaugurated this year as 
one aspect of an in-service education program. 

5. The Department’s library was reorganized and brought up to date. 

6. A photo story for the January issue of Commonhealth, published by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, was prepared to explain 
the services of the Brookline Health Department to public health workers 
throughout the state. 

7. Continued support and consultation. were offered to the Health Sub- 
Council, Brookline Committee for Mental Health and other groups in town. 
The Health Sub-Council had active committees on Asian Flu and Aging. 
The Mental Health Committee published a “Directory of Mental Health 
Resources,’ sponsored a pilot mental health orientation program for police 
officers and held an open public meeting during Mental Health week. 
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8. The Department was chosen to provide an eight month field experi- 
ence for a health education trainee and a two month’s field experience for 
a health education student from Japan. 

Orientation programs were also provided for individuals and groups 
from this country and overseas who visited the Department throughout 
the year. Special programs were arranged for students from the Harvard 
School of Public Health, Boston University, the University of Massachu- 
setts, Boston College School of Nursing, Simmons College School of Home 
Economics, University of Michigan, Boston University School of Medicine, 
and the McLean Hospital School of Nursing. Distinguished visitors from 
overseas came from Indonesia, Brazil, Sweden, Japan, Nigeria, Pakistan 
and Korea. 

In cooperation with the Public School System, further efforts were made 
to use the resources and facilities of this Department to supplement their 
health teaching. These included talks and demonstrations before student 
groups, tours of the Health Center for pupils and teachers, and technical 
assistance for students making displays and reports on health subjects. 

Plans for the future in Health Education are: 

(1) Apply the lessons learned from the evaluation of the Health Bulle- 
tin to future issues of this publication. 

(2) Explore with school personnel, ways to expand the Department’s 
role as a consultant to their health teaching program. 

(3) Take an active part in the Health Sub-Council’s contemplated com- 
munity survey of the needs and programs for the aging. 

(4) Help with the promotional and educational aspects of the new 
glaucoma screening program jointly sponsored by the Department and the 
Brookline Lions Club. 


NURSING HEALTH SERVICES 


I Communicable Diseases 


The communicable disease pattern in Brookline for 1957 was notable 
chiefly for the low incidence of all serious diseases, and the complete 
absence of poliomyelitis. 

(1) Poliomyelitis Immunization 

During the year, 18,000 doses of poliomyelitis vaccine were given, both 
by private physicians and in public clinics, to complete the third and final 
inoculations for children 6 months through nineteen years of age, and 
pregnant women. This effort marked the end of the State-supported pro- 
gram for polio vaccination for this broad age group. Henceforward, free 
polio vaccine will continue to be available only to infants under one year 
of age and pregnant women. Whether the mass vaccination program was 
directly responsible for the very low incidence of polio cannot be said. 

(2) Asian Influenza 

The second main feature of 1957’s communicable disease year was 
Brookline’s involvement in planning to meet the threat of a world-wide 
pandemic of influenza due to the Far-East (Asian) Strain of virus. Start- 
ing in the Far-East in the Spring, the disease had spread to the Continental 
United States by mid-summer, and by early Fall was a distinct threat to 
New England. While the mortality was low, the morbidity was expected 
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to reach as high as 20-40% of any urban population involved, with severe 
community disruption. 

Accordingly, the Department embarked on a four-point program aimed 
at: 


(1) Vaccine-protection of essential community workers — police, fire- 
men, doctors and other health-workers — on a first-priority basis. 


(2) Vaccine-protection of other municipal employees as vaccine became 
more available — school teachers, highway workers, etc. 


(3) Promotion through the press and by individual letter of vaccine- 
protection for certain high-risk groups — the aged; persons with cardiac 
or pulmonary disease; inmates and personnel of nursing homes; and vac- 
cination of at least one adult in each household by family doctors. 


(4) Community organization, through the Health Sub-Council of the 
Brookline Community Council, to provide for additional nursing and home- 
making services in the event of an epidemic. 

During October, 759 municipal employees received injections of anti- 
influenza vaccine, Asian type, through Department clinics. In the same 
month, school absenteeism among pupils rose to between 10-15% of en- 
rollment, well above the normal 5-7%, and reverted to normal by mid- 
November. While all this absenteeism cannot be proved to have been due 
to Asian Influenza, many cases were clinically consistent with the disease, 
and the presence of the virus in the community was proven serologically 
and by direct virus-isolation in one outbreak in Brookline. It is probable, 
therefore, that Brookline experienced one “wave” of epidemic Asian flu, 
chiefly affecting children, and of negligible mortality. It is expected that a 
second wave will threaten in mid-winter. 

(3) Tuberculosis 

The Department continued its program of case-finding through the mass 
patch-testing of school-children, and through offering free chest X-rays to 
any adult citizen of Brookline. The Chest Clinic, staffed by a Department 
Nurse and a Physician, continued to offer diagnostic and supervisory serv- 
ices to contacts, to known and suspected cases of tuberculosis, including 
those discharged from sanatoria. The trend continues towards fewer and 
shorter hospitalizations, and increasing emphasis on home care. New cases 
reported in 1957 were only half those in 1956.

(4) Diphtheria 

The Department recorded the Town’s only case of diphtheria in ten 
years. A school-wide diphtheria immunization program had just been com- 
pleted, but this case had not chosen to receive the protective inoculation. 
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Communicable Diseases Reported — 1956-57 
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Il Chronic Diseases 


1. Diabetes 

The Department’s program of case-finding through urine and _ blood- 
tests was continued, with a Department Nurse and Laboratory Technician 
performing the tests under the supervision of the Clinic Physician. The 
tests were available free to any Brookline resident on one afternoon each 
week. When definite or suspected cases of diabetes were found, they 
were referred to their own physicians or local clinics for further care.

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2. Glaucoma Screening Program. 

In collaboration with the Brookline Lions Club, plans were made to set 
up a program for the early detection of glaucoma and other ocular disorders 
in persons over 40. The importance of this program may be judged from 
the fact that glaucoma accounts for about 13% of all blindness. If dis- 
covered early, the blindness may be prevented through proper treatment. 
It is planned to inaugurate the program on April 14, 1958. 

3. Programs for the Aging. 

During the year, some staff members of the Department held periodic 
meetings with representatives of the operators of local nursing homes to 
explore common problems and needs. It is hoped that these sessions will 
continue and lead to a broader community program to meet the challenges 
of chronic diseases and aging. 

The Department also cooperated with the Health Sub-Council of the 
Brookline Community Council in its preparation for a survey next year 
designed to pinpoint the resources and needs of all the aging in Brookline. 


LABORATORY AND X-RAY SERVICES 


Chest X-rays are offered free to all Brookline residents. 1,628 persons 
were x-rayed during 1957 at the Health Center. 

The Health Department Laboratory conducts specialized tests and ex- 
aminations to protect community health. Swabs of restaurant utensils and 
samples of water, milk and ice cream are regularly analyzed. Specimens 
are examined to help diagnose and control such diseases as tuberculosis 
and diabetes. Finally, vaccine and serum against specific diseases are 
distributed. 

In the past, only urine sugar tests were performed by ‘the Laboratory. 
This year, albumin tests were added on a routine basis. For the first time 
the laboratory did urinalyses for the school health services, thus increasing 
its urine testing by seven fold.

ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


There were no basic changes in the environmental sanitation program 
during the year except that the milk and ice cream sanitation programs 
were assigned to one sanitarian who was relieved from general sanitation 
activities. All other programs of the division were continued as generalized 
programs on a district basis with each district sanitarian responsible for all 
activities within his assigned area. One new sanitarian was employed 
during the year to fill an existing vacancy. 

Other programs carried out on a routine basis are those dealing with 
eating and drinking establishments, retail food stores, bakeries and other 
food establishments, milk processing plants, ice cream manufacturing 
plants, lodging houses, convalescent homes, child care centers, massage 
establishments, swimming pools, open-air parking spaces, and the keeping 
of animals and fowl. Such scheduled inspections constituted in 1957 about 
53% of all inspections made and reinspections involved in these programs 
comprised an additional 17% making a total of 70% of all inspections to 
be credited to these programs. Other programs, which are basically on a 
complaint basis or on assignment, as the need arises, include housing, 
insect and rodent control, garbage and rubbish control, and nuisances in 
general. These comprised about 30% of all inspections made in 1957. 

The establishment of a new housing code and a routine or scheduled 
housing inspection program has been delayed pending a clearer under- 
standing of the role of such a program in the long range planning of the 
urban redevelopment and rehabilitation program. 

A study of child care centers is being made preliminary to the preparation 
of new regulations. 


Mosquito Control 


Mosquito control activities were again carried out by the East Middlesex 
Mosquito Control Project. 1957 was a very favorable year for mosquito 
control due to the extremely dry conditions through most of the mosquito 
season and expenditures for this work were at a minimum. 


Veterinarian Services 


The Department’s veterinary services help protect the town from diseases 
transmitted to man from domestic and wild animals. They include inspec- 
tion of all domestic animals and the facilities for their care, investigation 
of dog bites and the quarantine of the biting dog. Dog bites declined this 
year. However, annual vaccination of all dogs is recommended since rabies 
is always a potential danger. It is prevalent among domestic and wild 
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animals in surrounding areas and there is always the possibility of infection 
from dogs that are brought here from other states. 


Statistical Summary of Veterinarian Services — 1957 
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WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


The regular program of Weights and Measures supervision was con- 
tinued this year in these different commercial enterprises: supermarkets, 
markets, bakeries, meat and fish stores, hardware and drug stores, restau- 
rants and delicatessens, junk dealers, peddlers, manufacturing establish- 
ments, laundries, coal and fuel oil yards, retail fuel oil dealers, gasoline 
stations, and taxi companies. 

A large rise in the number of taxi meter sealings was occasioned this 
year partly as a result of a fare rise in May. This made necessary the 
resealing of cabs previously done. A closer check with the Cab Company’s 
maintenance department resulted in the discovery and resealing of meters 
the seals of which were broken to do necessary repairs. The fare rise 
increased the minimum charge, from thirty-five to forty-five cents and 
decreased the subsequent waiting time intervals from one and a half 
minutes to one minute per increment. 

During the year, 10,813 inspections, reweighings, or retests were made of 
foodstuffs, scales, coal and oil trucks, gas pumps and taxi meters. More 
prevalent in markets this year was the sale of barbequed chicken. The 
initial widespread practice of selling such an item by a unit price was 
discouraged. State Law required that meat be sold only by weight. 

The new Blend-O-Matic gasoline dispenser pump was explained this 
Fall at the Conference of Massachusetts Weights and Measures officials at 
New Bedford. The interesting feature of this dispenser is a design that 
allows the delivery of seven different qualities of gasoline through a single 
housing. This is accomplished by the piping of gasoline from two tanks of 
different specific octane content through two pumps and two meters. A 
blending valve actuated by a blend selector on the outside housing regulates 
the quality, or octane, of gasoline ordered. It is expected that this new 
equipment will be installed at some local gasoline stations in the early part 


of 1958. 


VITAL STATISTICS 


Massachusetts is the only state in the United States which requires that 
Vital Statistics be collected by the Secretary of the Commonwealth rather 
than by the Department of Public Health. The population of Brookline, 


according to the state decennial census of 1955, is 56,876. The 1957 
statistics for Brookline are not yet available. However the 1956 Vital 
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Statistics, as released by the Division of Vital Statistics of the Office of 


the Secretary of the Commonwealth, are as follows:

We would also like to thank Walter A. Devine, 
Town Engineer, for his cooperation in granting our request for temporary 
transfer to this Department of Walter A. Bushway, Jr. to assist us in our 
many projects. Mr. Bushway’s services were excellent and we would also 
like to thank him for a job well done. Needless to say our sincere thanks 
goes to our Superintendent, Daniel W. Warren, Jr., for another year of 
excellent assistance. The Board was glad to see Miss Agnes R. Donahue 
back at her job as Secretary to the Board after a long illness. To each 
and every employee we would like to extend our sincere appreciation for 
their continued cooperation. 

Larz Anderson Park, needless to say, is our number one project and the

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PARKS 


The Board of Park Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Superintendent for the 
year ending December 31, 1957. 

The past year was perhaps one of the busiest ones since I became 
Superintendent; also, one of the most fruitful. It was certainly gratifying 
to see that two major projects that had been contemplated and studied 
for years were finally underway; namely, the first stage in the develop- 
ment of Anderson Park and the Artificial Ice-Skating Rink. The work of 
administering the Department became unusually more burdensome and 
has definitely proved to me that additional assistance on the administrative 
level from Working Foreman up to and including an Assistant Super- 
intendent of Parks is required. I propose to outline a new chart of Park 
personnel early this coming year for your consideration. 

After many years of planning for the present and future use of Anderson 
Park, the first appropriation for improvement became available. The Town 
Meeting appropriated a sum of $57,000 to do the following work: 

1. Construct a dam and spillway at the mouth of the Pond to hold the 
water at a certain level and to connect the overflow to street drainage. 

2. Provide sanitary facilities for the public using the picnic area in- 
cluding the connection to the distant sewerage system in Goddard Avenue. 

3. Construct drainage, both open and closed, in the area on the east 
end of the Pond to make the area more useful. 

4. Construct, if possible within the limits of the appropriation, a 
parking area for cars and busses using the picnic area thus controlling their 
movement. 


The construction of the dam, spillway, sewerage and drain concrete in 
Goddard Avenue has been completed at a cost of $24,573.47. 


The work on the building for sanitary facilities is well underway and 
will be completed in early spring for a contract price of $23,896.00. I 
believe that the balance of the appropriation will be used in the drainage 
work at the east end of the Pond and that the parking area will have to 
be included in future work that is contemplated. 


The picnic area’served 8,591 persons under 148 permits that were issued. 
Thousands of people in smaller groups, ten and under, used the area 
without permit. 


After completion of the first stage of development, including recondi- 
tioning the ballfield, construction of the parking area, drives, and walks, 
much better control of the area will be exercised. This proposed work 
we hope will take place in 1958. 

Contracts for the work of resurfacing certain tennis courts at Beacon 
and Eliot Playgrounds and the construction of a new tennis court and 
multiple play area at Baldwin Playground were awarded and work com- 
pleted, thus completing this final stage of development. The three Beacon 
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courts were resurfaced using the Laykold product and were painted green, 
thus giving an excellent surface not only for tennis but also for winter 
skating. The three courts at Eliot Playground were likewise resurfaced and 
now provide excellent facilities for both tennis and skating. The new area 
at Baldwin provides a much needed multiple play area and tennis court 
that can be used the year round for all types of recreational activity. 


The appropriation of $150,000 for the construction of an Artificial Ice- 
Skating Rink at Anderson Park was passed at the Special Town Meeting 
in May. The work of preparing plans and specifications for the refrigera- 
tion alone entailed a vast amount of time and effort. The specifications 
and certain plans prepared by Mr. Roscoe Sherbrooke of Cohasset for 
the refrigeration part of the proposed work were well received and the 
Town owes a debt of gratitude to Mr. Sherbrooke for his untiring effort 
in providing this work without cost. It relieved the Town of Brookline of 
some $7,000 in costs and enabled the Department to proceed with the work 
of construction without delay. This particular contract for the refrigera- 
tion only was awarded to the Creamery Package Corporation of Boston 
for $72,914 on August 7, 1957 which allowed this company to place the 
many orders for machinery and materials immediately. 


The site preparation was undertaken by the Department perhaps be- 
cause of the anxiety of the Superintendent to provide Brookline with this 
type of recreation, as the work involved was far beyond any proposed 
estimate of mine. The site preparation involved the complete removal of 
all ornamental structures in the proposed site, the Italian Garden, the re- 
moval of all loam which was stock-piled and all subsoil to provide for 
four and one-half feet of gravel under the entire rink-bed. The installa- 
tion of subsoil drainage, catch-basins for surface water excavation of all 
trenches, including sewerage, drainage water and electric power, and 
foundations for buildings and drives, the backfilling of some 5,000 yards 
of gravel, compaction of the rink bed and finished surface for the piping, 
was all a part of the site preparation as well as the installation of all 
protective fencing. It was fortunate that we were able to combine this 
above operation with the construction of a roadway and a new green area 
at the seventh hole of the Municipal Golf Course. 


The conditions around the seventh green have bothered me for many 
years. However, I knew the cost of this work would be close to $20,000 
and it would be very difficult to obtain the necessary funds for this work. 
The green of the seventh hole is an elevated one and was quite narrow 
in width. The green sloped toward both sides and then dropped about 
fifteen feet to the eighth fairway on one side and about the same on 
the opposite side. It was very difficult for a player to hold a ball on the 
narrow green resulting in an additional three to six strokes attempting to 
play to the green from the lower levels. This resulted in unnecessary delay 
in playing and became very exasperating to any golfer. The fill recovered 
from the site of the skating rink allowed for the construction of a roadway 
across fairway numbers 15 and 8 to reach the green as well as supplying 
sufficient fill to provide an additional fifteen feet on each side of the green 
and an even approach to the green. This green and approach is now one 
of the finest on the course and I take great pride in the results and ac- 
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ceptance by the golfers as it has removed an “obstacle” hole which should 
never exist on a good golf course. 


The construction of the Ice Skating equipment building, dasher boards, 
all electrical work, designed by the firm of Child, Lawrence & Shannon 
and awarded to the C. C. Temple Construction Company of Boston for 
$50,526 is well under way and we look forward to the completion of 
the entire project in mid-February. 


An appropriation of $12,000 for retaining walls at Devotion Play- 
ground was passed at the Town Meeting. Plans and specifications are 
now ready and work will progress in the Spring of 1958. 


The appropriation of $5,000 for a multiple play area at Longwood 
Playground will be carried forward to next year as the Recreation Com- 
mission for certain reasons has not approved this construction. 


The appropriation of $7,000 for the installation of floodlights for a soft- 
ball diamond was passed at the Annual Meeting without the approval 
of the Park Commission, Recreation Commission, Selectmen or Advisory 
Committee but rather by acclaim. The project proved to be extremely 
controversial and many meetings and public hearings were held. The 
Recreational Planning Committee approved the Cypress Playground loca- 
tion after a study and report was submitted to them by the Recreation 
Department recommending this particular location. The Park Board and 
Recreation Commission then approved plans for the installation and the 
Park Commissioners awarded the contract to the Delta Electric Company 
for $6,995. The installation proceeded and the lights were in use in Sep- 
tember for an exhibition softball game and simple dedication. 


The past season was extremely dry with the result that there was very 
little grass growth from June through September which provided a 
breather for our crews and allowed for the heavy extra work at the rink 
site and golf course. The turf areas that were provided with underground 
sprinkling systems really stood out as compared with the unwatered brown 
and parched turf. The many fine compliments received about our golf 
course, circles, etc. were due in part to the ability to supply water during 
this past dry season. 


The new Lawton Street play area was opened and new playground 
apparatus installed there as well as at Anderson Park picnic area, Brookline 
Field and Corey Hill Park. 


It is interesting to note that 76 organized teams played either softball 
or baseball during the season. It was our duty to see that all teams were 
assigned diamonds whether sponsored by the Recreation Department, 
School Department or by private agencies as well as maintaining the 
field which includes proper foul line markers, cut-out infields, standard 
pitchers’ mounds and home plate areas. A crew of three and sometimes 
four men with modern equipment rotated their work schedule in order 
that all diamonds would be properly prepared for each game. 


The fishing program conducted by this Department at the Reservoir 
has been very well received. The assistance from the Brookline Sports- 
men’s Club in regulating the program has been excellent and their pro- 
motion of this sport particularly with youngsters is a wonderful contribu- 
tion to recreation in Brookline. The members of the Sportsmen’s Club 
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meet regularly throughout the year at their Clubhouse, our gate house at 
the Reservoir and have an excellent educational program consisting of 
lectures, pictures, etc. on fishing. During the past year the Department 
stocked the pond with 1,050 brown trout. The Department issued 965 
permits and had receipts of $651.50.

Tennis has seemed to make a comeback in the past few years after a 
considerable lull in this sport. There are 34 tennis courts well located 
throughout the Town. All courts are free with the exception of the ten 
clay courts at Beacon and Amory Playgrounds and there is a charge of 
25 cents per person per hour after 5 PM weekdays and all day Saturday, 
Sunday and holidays. This charge is levied primarily to regulate play and 
to give adults an opportunity to play during their off times. The receipts 
from the two areas were as follows: Amory—$301.40, Beacon—$188.25. 

There were 30 days of skating at seventeen areas during January and 
February. Due to the extremely mild December it was impossible to 
provide any ice and we all look forward to the new operation of the 
artificial ice skating rink when we believe that we will be able to provide 
ice for approximately 85 days during a winter season. 

The golf course enjoyed the most successful season since it was opened 
in 1932 from total play as well as financially. It should be noted that the 
weather since we opened on April 4 was ideal golf weather. We did not 
lose one complete day April 4 through October including weekends which 
is the busiest time: 

The gross receipts from this operation were the highest ever received 
and once again the receipts total greater than that of the expenditures.

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board respectfully submits its eighty-second annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1957. 

At the annual election held on March 19, 1957, Francis W. Hamilton, 
Esq., was re-elected a member of the Water Board for a period of three 
years, until 1960. The Board organized on March 22, 1957, re-electing 
Timothy J. Burke, Esq., as its Chairman, this being his fifty-seventh year 
as a member of the Board, and his thirty-third consecutive year as its 
Chairman. 

The Board appointed Lawrence E. Hanson, Registrar and Clerk of the 
Water Board, and Kenneth W. Robie, Superintendent of Works. 

Drought beyond all existing records for this area brought unusual prob- 
lems to us for solution this year. Connections with the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission’s supply sources were more than adequate to have given 
the Town all the water it could conceivably have used. But, in the larger 
area-wide view, especially to the north of Boston, MDC advised us toward 
the end of June that, unless rains relieved the situation, curtailment would 
be requested. It is a question of inter-municipal comity, so to speak, for 
this Town to reduce the quantity it takes from MDC at critical times so 
that what it does not take may go on through to other municipalities farther 
along the MDC distribution lines. When, therefore, at a meeting with 
MDC officials and representatives of municipalities served by it, on July 
26th, this Board was urgently requested, as were the others in the MDC 
system, to cut its water consumption, if possible, by 20% daily during the 
emergency, it was generally agreed by everyone that such curtailment 
might most easily be effectuated by requesting water-takers not to use 
water for lawn sprinkling until 8 o’clock P.M., nor after 6 o’clock A.M. 
From previous experience it was the consensus that, perhaps, with this 
curtailment alone, Brookline could do its part in assisting others less 
fortunate than itself. In view of the seriousness of the situation, however, 
from an over-all viewpoint, this Board immediately requested the State 
Department of Public Health to issue to it emergency powers as provided 
by statute, in order that this Board might be in a position to enforce, if 
necessary, that which it hoped would be otherwise voluntary compliance 
with its curtailment request. The emergency powers were immediately 
granted, but, such was the unanimity of the co-operation of the water- 
takers of Brookline, that in not a single instance during the emergency 
drought did this Board have to utilize its statutory powers. From the 
moment that this Board sent out its notice to all Town Departments and 
large water-takers, until the relaxation of the restriction on August 27th, 
there was a voluntary reduction of consumption on the part of everyone 
concerned sufficient to cut the daily consumption of the Town by about the 
order of thirty percent, instead of the twenty percent requested and antici- 
pated. The emergency powers were officially terminated by the Department 
of Public Health on November 22nd. 

In February, death took from our midst RALPH LANGDON ; in Sep- 
tember, a retired employee: PATRICK WALSH, died. Their faithfulness 
to duty will long be remembered. 
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In November, PATRICK J. HYNES, a working foreman, retired after 
twenty-five years’ service. 

A matter of continuing study and of present uncertainty has to do with 
what this Department shall be called upon to do in the installation of 
sprinkler fire supply lines to lodging houses and convalescent homes as 
specified by revised requirements for licensing by the Selectmen. The 
number who will comply with the requirements during the ensuing year is 
not yet known, and this Department is estimating the possible requirements 
for materials that will be needed in the light of its present best knowledge. 

During the year, warrants for the commitment of water rates, extension 
and maintenance charges where filed with Matthew S. McNeilly, Collector 
for the Town of Brookline, as follows:

Brookline, Mass.

To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: —I hereby submit the eighty-second annual report of the 
Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 1957. 


Two dead ends were connected at Newton and Avon Streets through 
Anderson Park, and also on Reservoir Road which was being widened. 


Mains were laid in George Lane and Country Road under the Better- 
ment Act. The mains laid in the former Lyman Estate were paid for in 
advance by the developer. A crossover main was laid across Beacon Street 
at Park Street to increase the flow on the north side of Beacon Street. 


Part of the 20 inch force main on Newton, Clyde and Warren Streets, 
which was used to deliver water from our old supply in West Roxbury to 
Fisher Hill Reservoir, was connected to the High Service System thereby 
increasing the flow to Singletree Hill Tank and Reservoir and to, Fisher 
and Aspinwall Hulls. 


It was necessary to install an altitude valve at the tank to control the 
water level as the new M.D.C. tank on Bellevue Hill is 16 feet higher than 
ours. This was installed in an underground chamber constructed by our 
own men. The 8 inch main on Risley Road was relocated at several points 
to allow the 36 inch M.D.C. main to be laid. This new main runs from the 
pumping station on Newton Street to the new tank on Bellevue Hill. The 
Town was reimbursed for this work by the Commonwealth. 


The M.D.C. acquired for park and recreation purposes, all of the land 
comprising our former well field in Dedham and Needham with the excep- 
tion of two small parcels.

Gentlemen: — The Brookline Housing Authority submits this report of 
its activities, receipts and disbursements for the year ending December 31, 
1957, pursuant to the provisions of Section 26U of the Housing Authority 
Law. 


On January 9, 1957, a special meeting in lieu of the annual meeting was 
held at which the following officers were elected for the ensuing year ; 
Frank D. Harrington, Chairman; Peter M. McCormack, Vice-Chairman ; 
Lucius T. Hill, Treasurer; Robert S. Weeks, Jr., Assistant Treasurer ; and 
Theresa J. Morse, Assistant Secretary. 


On November 27, 1957, the Authority made a payment of $10,476.00 in 
lieu of taxes for 1957 to the Town of Brookline, based upon a directive 
issued by the State Housing Board December 16, 1956, in which the com- 
putation is based on $3.00 per dwelling unit per month. 


On March 15, 1957, the Authority’s fiscal agent, the National Shawmut 
Bank of Boston, received $76,225.84 from the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts as its proportionate share of subsidy to aid the Authority in 
meeting the cost of Debt Service during 1957. At this point, it might be 
appropriate to explain that the receipts from tenants rentals is insufficient 
to cover the cost of operations and Debt Service of this Authority, hence 
in accordance with the Statute, a subsidy from the Commonwealth is paid 
to cover the difference. The receipts from rentals does little more than 
cover the physical operations of the plant and any amount over and above 
this amount is not a profit but is used to reduce the annual subsidy thus 
helping to reduce over all taxes. 


The Authority has at present, 291 tenants paying an average shelter rent 
of $43.78 per month, as of December 31, 1957. During the year, 1957, 
there were 80 new applications received for tenancy while 44 tenants 
vacated their apartments during the same period. Five of those vacating 
were required to move as their incomes were above the legal limit for 
continued occupancy. 


In April, 1957, Notes guaranteed by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts in the amount of $527,000 were sold by the Housing Authority to 
obtain funds with which to construct the proposed housing project for 
elderly persons, on Marion Street. Plans for this project were submitted 
by our architects, Isidor Richmond and Carney Goldberg, and were ap-

proved. Invitations to bid on this construction were sent out in November, 
and numerous bids were received. The Welfare Building on the Marion 
Street site has been razed and it is hoped that a contract with the low 
bidder may be negotiated soon and that actual construction will then be 
begun. 


In accordance with vote of the Special Town Meeting of October 2, 
1956, the Authority has proceeded with plans for the erection of approxi- 
mately 72 units of Federally aided “low rent” housing to provide for a 
“relocation program” under Urban Renewal. A preliminary Loan Contract 
was entered into with the Public Housing Administration under date of 
June 5, 1957 and a loan of $2,280.00 was received under this contract on 
September 26, 1957 to cover the initial cost of surveys and planning. 

Reports on receipts and disbursements of the Administration Fund, Sur- 
veying and Planning Account, and Development Fund (Housing for the 
Elderly) for the year ending December 31, 1957, are attached hereto and 
made a part hereof.

b The Twelfth Annual Science Fair 


Our twelfth annual science fair was held during the evening of April 8 in 
the High School gymnasium. The purpose of a science fair is to encourage 
science talent and to promote research. The success of our students in this direc- 
tion was evidenced by the 130 projects displayed in the fair, representing 
ingenuity in the fields of biology, chemistry, physics, general science, and mathe- 
_ matics. A special effort was made to encourage the participation of pupils in the 
seventh and eighth grades of the elementary schools. 

We are pleased to report several illustrations of the scientific method of 
approach used by the students. For example, Marjorie J. Marel, a biology stu- 
dent, decided to find out if she could incubate and hatch artificially colored 
chickens. She first assembled and read all the literature she could find on the 
subject and talked with experts in poultry-raising. She then devised her own 
experimental procedures. First, she found a method by which she could inject 
blue and green vegetable dyes into unhatched chicken eggs. Then she planned 
and built an incubator which she heated with a portable hair dryer controlled by 
a thermostat. The chickens, developed and hatched in this incubator, were col- 
ored blue and green! 


May, 1957 — Section 1 
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Another illustration of development of science talent was given by Edward 
Dantowitz. His project, “Active Metals,’ showed the methods by which he has 
successfully extracted lithium, potassium, sodium, and caesium from their neutral 
salts. He was awarded first prize in general science. 

Among the many displays of science research, all first-prize winners in their 
fields, were: ‘Perspective — with Light Images,”’ by Myron S. Yorra of the Law- 
rence School, elementary science; “Responses of Microorganisms,’ by Mark D. 
Raverby, biology; ““De-ionization of Water,” by Beverly H. Mark, chemistry; 
“Anhydrous Unsaturated Thermosetting of Resins,’ by Stephen I. Lipman, re- 
search chemistry; “An Atomic Power Plant,” by Kenneth A. Fisher, physics; and 
“A Trigonometric Function Computer,’ by Harvey E. Cline, mathematics. 

Many of the projects were on display in the Educational Resources Center, in 
the Primary Building of the Pierce School, during the month of April. One, 
“The Atomic Power Plant,” was featured on Television Channel 2 on April 17. 


* Progress Report on New Heath School 

Progress toward a new building for the Heath School as voted by the Town 
Meeting in 1956 has been less rapid than we had hoped. The School Committee 
presented a proposal at the Annual Town Meeting in March and reported 
$1,325,000 as the architect's estimate of the cost. A minority of the members of 
the Committee urged an appropriation of $1,115,000, which they believed 
would build a slightly smaller building, but one adequate for our needs. Since 
the School Committee was divided in its opinion and there was a lack of endorse- 
ment by the Board of Selectmen, the Building Commission, and the Advisory 
Committee of the Town, the Town Meeting voted “that the subject matter of 
the Heath School in the Forty-third Article be referred to the School Committee 
and the Building Commission for study and report and recommendation to the 
next Town Meeting.” The Town Counsel ruled that this vote meant the forma- 
tion of a committee comprised of the nine members of the School Committee 
and the five members of the Building Commission. 

The committee thus formed voted to call itself The Special Committee on 
the Forty-third Article, with William B. Hickey serving as Chairman, and John 
M. Hall as Vice-Chairman. 

The School Committee has submitted to the Selectmen for inclusion in the 
Warrant for the Special Town Meeting on May 28, 1957, an Article requesting 
an appropriation for the construction of a new two-room-to-the-grade Heath 
School on the site of the present Heath School. On May 1, 1957, The Special 
Committee on the Forty-third Article voted to support this Article. The con- 
struction of a new Heath School will depend on the action taken by the Special 
Town Meeting on May 28, 1957. 

Doubt was expressed by some members of the School Committee about the 
feasibility of filling the proposed school to within a reasonable degree of its 
capacity of about 500 pupils. 
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pe Relations with the Personnel Board 


While the School Committee determines the salaries of all in its employ, it 
has long been the Committee’s policy to cooperate fully with the Personnel 
Board of the Town. In recent months two conferences between members of the 
School Committee and the Personnel Board have been held to try to reach an 
agreement, if possible, regarding salaries of clerks, custodians, janitresses, and 
nurses, these categories being employed by all departments of the Town and not 
by the School Committee alone. The School Committee is represented in this 
connection by a special subcommittee consisting of Mrs. Florence Palmer Pea- 
body, Chairman, Sturtevant Burr, and William B. Hickey. 

There is complete agreement on the salaries of janitresses and clerk-stenog- 
raphers, both junior and senior. Both groups wish to explore the possibility of 
having a single policy concerning custodians’ salaries and the salaries of nurses. 

The classification of secretary exists in the school system but not elsewhere 
in the Town. Secretaries have substantial responsibilities, partly administrative, 
which exceed materially the requirements for clerks and stenographers. We feel 
that secretaries’ salaries should reflect these responsibilities. 


> The Brookline Music School 


Of particular importance to young instrumentalists in our schools is the 
work being done by the Brookline Music School. An affiliate of the Public 
Schools, this non-profit, community music school was established in 1924 by 
Augustus D. Zanzig with the endorsement of the School Committee. Its pur- 
pose is to supplement the class instruction being offered in our schools. This is 
done by providing individual lessons during the after-school hours in certain 
schools. A staff of 30 professional musicians, experienced in teaching children, 
offer instruction in all orchestral and band instruments, including piano, guitar, 
and recorder. For the very young children, there is group instruction in piano 
and recorder, as well as classes in music fundamentals and essentials. In the 
current year, the Brookline Music School has reached its highest enrolment, 380 
pupils. 

An important facet of the experience offered by the Brookline Music School 
is the bi-monthly recital conducted by the school’s Director, John D. Corley, at 
which the pupils of the school play for each other. These performances are 
evaluated by the Director, and those which are considered most representative 
of the length of study, are presented at two public concerts, which consist of 
solos, duets, ensembles, and an orchestra made up of pupils of the school. The 
last concert of this season will be held on May 28 in the Exhibition Hall of the 
Brookline Public Library. 

The direction of the school is in the hands of a Board of Directors com- 
posed of interested citizens of the Town. This year’s Board, headed by Dr. 
Jacob Wallace, Chairman, includes Mrs. Gardner Washburn, Vice-Chairman; 
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Ernest T. Ridlon, Treasurer; and Mrs. Dean Peabody, Sr. (Florence Palmer 
Peabody), Assistant Treasurer; Mrs. Samuel G. Atkinson; Mrs. Samuel C. Clay- 
ton; Mrs. Albert H. Coons; Mrs. Robert S. Fink; Mrs. Meier Karp; Paul F. 
Keaney; Mrs. Bernard Lemlein; Bertram K. Little; James A. Lowell; Harry 
Ober; and Mrs. Oliver H. P. Rodman. Many students receive financial assistance 
toward their lessons through generous contributions to the Brookline Music 
School by interested citizens of Brookline. The Board members serving on the 
Scholarship Committee are Mrs. Washburn, Mrs. Peabody, Mr. Lowell, and Mr. 
Keaney. In recent years, a limited number of stringed instruments have been 
made available for loan to beginning pupils. 


Advanced Placement Program at the High School 


The teachers and students now in the Advanced Placement Program at the 
High School (originally the Kenyon Plan and sometimes referred to as Ad- 
vanced Standing) met recently with Dr. Charles R. Keller, Director of the Ad- 
vanced Placement Program of the College Entrance Examination Board, and a 
panel of seven college students who were in our High School program last 
year. The purpose of the meeting was to learn about the development of the 
program in this country, especially at the college level, and to give the students 
in the program an opportunity to find out from last year’s graduates what can be 
expected from their advanced placement training when they get to college. 

Dr. Keller spoke of the development of the Advanced Placement Program 
since the responsibility for it was assumed by the College Entrance Examination 
Board. He emphasized that the program has a dual purpose in securing ad- 
vanced standing for qualified students in college, and closing the existing gap 
between the educational attitudes of college and high school instructors by pro- 
viding means of cooperation between them. He feels that the Advanced 
Placement Program is much more of a cooperative educational venture on the 
part of secondary schools and colleges than could have been predicted a year 
ago. It can be expected that more than 125 secondary schools will have candi- 
dates for the examination this year. This represents a 25 per cent increase over 
last year. 

The panel consisted of the student Chairman, Steven N. Goldstein, Class 
of 1957, and the following Brookline’ High School graduates, Class of 1956, 
now attending college: Ruth H. Gilbert and Sigrid A. Lemlein from Radcliffe 
College; Richard F. Hubert from Amherst College; Neil M. Herring from Yale 
University; and Kenneth L. Bernstein, Charles E. Robinson, and Joel M. Winett 
from Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

There was general agreement among the panel members that the advanced 
placement classes are of value because of the enrichment in material and in the 
mental stimulation which they provide. They felt that the opportunity to do 
more original work than could be offered in a regular course, as well as the fur- 
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ther knowledge and self-reliance they had gained, was of tremendous value for 
success in college. These students have opportunity to advance rapidly in their 
chosen fields in college and to make a wide selection of courses. 

Dr. Harlan P. Hanson, Director of Advanced Placement at Harvard Uni- 
versity, who was present at the meeting, informed the students that Harvard 
allows students who do well on three advanced placement examinations to enter 
as sophomores. No restrictions are placed upon the progress of such under- 
graduates, and they may take graduate courses, if they qualify, while completing 
required undergraduate work. 

Advanced placement classes are available at Brookline High School in the 
following subjects: English, American history, European history, chemistry, 
physics, French, Latin, and mathematics. While there is no standardized pro- 
cedure for selecting students for these classes, in general enrolment is deter- 
mined by the interest of the student, the approval of the parents, and the 
approval of the head of department, who interviews each candidate and exam- 
ines his record. In some subject fields, a written examination is administered, 
and the results of that are considered by the head of department along with the 
student’s record. 


>» Counselors’ Visits to Colleges 


Many of the colleges to which our graduates go have sent their admissions 
officers or other representatives to become acquainted with our High School and 
the preparation it is giving to our young people. This year, for the first time, 
it has seemed desirable for us to return those visits. 

It is important for our High School staff to have a first-hand knowledge of 
the college offerings and facilities and to confer with our graduates enrolled in 
the various institutions. Only in this way can we inform our juniors and seniors 
with certainty and advise them with assurance in relation to their choice of col- 
leges in which to continue their education. Incidentally, the personal contacts 
on the college campus make Brookline High School a reality to admissions 
officers, not just a secondary school whose excellent reputation has resulted from 
the successes of our graduates within their portals. 


William G. Grinnell, guidance counselor, has recently visited Cazenovia 
Junior College, Colgate, Cornell, Mount Holyoke, Ithaca, Rensselaer Polytech- 
nic Institute, University of Rochester, Skidmore, Smith (of Northampton, 
Massachusetts), Hobart, William Smith (of Geneva, New York), Syracuse Uni- 
versity, Union, and Wells College. Lillian G. Murdock, guidance counselor, 
has visited Adelphi, Barnard, Beaver, Bryn Mawr, Douglass, Fairleigh Dickin- 
son, University of Pennsylvania, Rutgers, Sarah Lawrence, Swarthmore, Temple 
University, and Vassar College. Headmaster Bertram H. Holland has visited 
Amherst College, Boston University, Harvard, Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
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nology, University of Massachusetts, Northeastern University, Wellesley, and 
Williams College. 

Townspeople having an interest in any of these colleges are invited to write 
or telephone the counselors or the Headmaster for information concerning them. 
Likewise, graduates of the colleges who are now living in Brookline may be 
able to add to our information. All suggestions will be welcome. 


» College Life Discussed at High School 


Junior and senior girls at the High School had an opportunity recently to 
find out at first hand what college life is really like at Radcliffe College. An 
informal panel discussion was held with Barbara A. Firger, a senior, and Sally 
R. Vexler, a junior, questioning three former Brookline students who are now 
studying at Radcliffe College. The Radcliffe students were Bennette A. Shultz 
and Linda Lurie, juniors; and Miriam Silbert, a sophomore. 


The discussion was a lively one, and the High School girls received infor- 
mation on aspects of college life not to be learned from college catalogs nor 
from deans of admission. They found out that one of the most important 
aspects of education at college is what they learn from the people they meet — 
people not only from all parts of the United States but from many foreign coun- 
tries. The panelists felt that it is important for a girl to live at college at least 
during her freshman year. In this way, she becomes independent and able to 
put into effect much of her former training at home and at school. 

The college students stated that they were well prepared at Brookline High 
School and able to go ahead successfully with college work. They discussed the 
class work in college and their individual methods for scheduling time to in- 
clude recreational, social, and study time, and gave the girls information on 
college assignments and grading systems. Without planning to do so, they gave 
advice that parents and teachers cannot give from actual present-day experi- 
ences. 

The meeting was an experimental one, but proved so successful that there 
will be more such meetings with girls from surrounding colleges like Jackson, 
Simmons, and Wellesley. 


a The High School Parent-Teacher Organization 


The High School was the last of our schools to have a parent-teacher organ- 
ization; then, for several years, it had an organization for each House. That 
proved to be more than the needs of the High School required, and, conse- 
quently, a single organization for the High School was formed in March. The 
Headmaster, faculty, and leaders among the parents are enthusiastic about the 
present association and intend to work for its increasing success. 


On the third of April at a meeting open to all parents and teachers, ‘‘Meet-

ing the Health Needs of the Adolescent’’ was the subject of a panel discussion 
by Dr. Gaston E. Blom, Director, Division of Child Psychiatry, Massachusetts 
General Hospital; Dr. Cyril D. Marshall-Day, Dean of Tufts University School 
of Dental Medicine; Dr. Harold C. Stuart, Professor of Maternal and Child 
Health, Harvard University School of Public Health; and Dr. Marjorie A. C. 
Young, also Harvard University School of Public Health. Dr. Ernest R. Cav- 
erly, Superintendent of Schools, presided. The program was arranged by a com- 
mittee of which Mrs. Michael Stein was Chairman. 


Career Conferences at the High School 


Career conferences are held six times a year for the enlightenment of our 
High School students who are uncertain about future vocations for themselves 
or who desire to learn as much as possible about the work of the world. It is 
the purpose of these conferences to keep the students thinking about careers in 
terms of their own futures, to give them an overview of many occupations and 
types of training, and to provide opportunities to talk with people working in 
many fields, not to urge them to come to a decision concerning their lifetime 
occupations, and certainly not to sell them a particular career. It is assumed 
that some will make no decision until they have completed their school or col- 
lege education.

At the end of the month there were 2127 High School students, an in- 

crease of 143 over a year ago, and an increase of 332 in five years. Ele- 
mentary school children numbered 4714, a decrease of six compared with a year 
ago, and a decrease of 99 in five years. Fortunately we had anticipated the in- 
crease in the High School population and were ready with an adequate corps 
of teachers. 


bs Our Teachers 

We now have 350 teachers, including principals and directors, of whom 42 
are beginning work with us this year. Four teachers during this year are on sab- 
batical leaves of absence, seeking to improve themselves professionally through 
study or travel, and four more will be absent for a similar purpose during the 
second half year. Sabbatical leave at one-half salary is granted on application to 
teachers who have served in the Brookline schools seven or more years, and 
thereafter at seven-year intervals. Sabbatical leave is ordinarily granted for a full 
year or a half year of study or travel. All our teachers come to us well trained and 
experienced, and are encouraged through the salary schedule study allowances 
and otherwise to maintain their professional competence at a high level through- 
out their entire career. 

The salary schedule now in effect has helped us to secure a substantial num- 
ber of outstanding teachers with ten or more years of successful experience, 
teachers who are reasonably sure to spend the rest of their teaching careers in 
Brookline. We are not unmindful of the fact that the teacher market is a highly — 
competitive one today, that living costs are still advancing, that business as well _ 
as other school systems are bidding for our best teachers, and that salary sche- | 
dules need constant scrutiny to determine their adequacy and need for possible — 
adjustment. | 


S CHOOL opened in September with a record enrolment in the High School. 


The New Heath School | 
On May 28, the Special Town Meeting “VOTED: To appropriate the sum 
of one million dollars to be expended by the Building Commission with the ap- _ 


November, 1957 — Section Two 
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proval of the Selectmen and of the School Committee for the construction of a 
new Heath School on the site of the present Heath School, to accomodate ap- 
proximately 325-350 pupils.” 

During the summer the Architect, at the direction of the Building Commis- 
sion, proceeded with the preparation of a preliminary plan, based on revised re- 
quirements as outlined by the School Committee. On August 19, the School 
Committee approved this plan, subject to certain possible revisions. On October 
21, the School Committee approved a revised plan and requested an alternate 
for a separate cafeteria and a separate auditorium to seat 200. The Building 
Commission has assented to this procedure and the Architect is proceeding with 
working drawings and specifications. 

Recently, the Architect informed the Building Commission and the School 
Committee that the plan he has presented is for a school the overall cost of which 
will be less than $1 million. 

The Architect has stated that the working drawings and specifications will 
probably be completed so that bids may be obtained after February 1. The Build- 
ing Commission has indicated that the time schedule calls for actual work on the 
project to begin immediately after school closes next June. 


> Our Outsanding High School 


Time and Newsweek magazines, under date of October 21, listed 38 out- 
standing schools in the United States which in the last two years have produced 
20 or more finalists in the National Merit Scholarship competition. The activities 
of the National Merit Scholarship Corporation were explained in the School 
Committee’s reports of February 1956 and February 1957. 

The list of outstanding schools included 35 public schools and three pri- 
vate schools. In Massachusetts, Brookline High School, Newton High School, and 
Phillips Academy (Andover) were listed. These, together with Phillips Exeter 
Academy (New Hampshire), were the only New England schools in the group. 
Except for New York State, which had six high schools in the list (all in the 
New York City area), no State had more than three schools. Even a populous 
and distinguished State like California had only one school in this list, Connecti- 
cut had none, and Michigan had none. 

The reading of these articles will be illuminating and heartening to mem- 
bers of our community. 


> Our Graduates in College 

The High School Class of 1957 graduated 182 boys and 210 girls. Eighty- 
one per cent of the boys and 78 per cent of the girls wanted further education, 
ind all of them were admitted to a college or advanced school, most of them to 
the one they most preferred. It is gratifying to report that 301 graduates of a 
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class of 392 are now in college or an advanced school enjoying the opportunity 
to extend their education. 


> Our Contribution to the Training of Scientists 


There has been no period in history when the need for trained scientists, 
science teachers, and science education has been stressed more than during the 
past five years. This need, of course, derives from the problem of providing the 
trained men and women to maintain the momentum of our rapidly expanding 
technical civilization. Let us investigate what the Brookline schools have done to 
meet this need. 

There is no better spur to successful science instruction than well-planned 
and well-organized courses of study. This can be illustrated best by an incident 
that occurred recently. Two newly appointed teachers of seventh-grade science 
asked the Director for an appointment to discuss some questions they wished to 
ask concerning science in that grade in the Brookline Schools. Before the ap- 
pointment they consulted the course of study. The teachers found answers 
to their questions concerning the subject matter to be taught, and the appoint- 
ment time was then devoted to a discussion of teaching techniques and the appa- 
ratus to be used. 

To indicate the complete coverage of the subject area of our courses of study 
in science, a sample unit usually contains the following: the theme of the unit; 
the subdivided outline of the subject matter of the unit; a list of teaching aids 
and filmstrips and other visual aids together with their sources. There is also a 
list of reference books and pamphlets, pictures and posters also with their sources; 
a list of apparatus and equipment to be used in experiments; an outline of stu- 
dent activities; a list of scientific words that the pupil will meet in learning the 
unit; an outline of experiments to be performed; and a list of references. 

Courses of study in science for grades 7 to 9 were revised completely during 
the past five years, as were those in biology for grade 10, chemistry for grades 11 
and 12, and physics for grade 12. At present courses of study in science are com- 
plete in every grade in the Brookline Schools and are the basis of our instruction. 
Incidentally, these courses of study have been requested by school systems 
throughout the nation for use as guides in constructing local courses in science. 

It is interesting that the number of pupils electing science in Brookline 
High School has increased during the past five years. This increase is in contrast 
to the general trend of decreasing science enrolment in schools throughout the 
country. For example, in 1952 there were 867 pupils enrolled in courses in the 
Science Department; in 1957, there are 1166 pupils taking science, a gain of over 
34 per cent. This as well as other factors has posed the problem of procuring 
science instructors at a time when excellent instructors in this field were unu- 
sually scarce. According to a statement by Louis L. Strauss, Chairman of the 
United States Atomic Energy Commission, at the Sixth Thomas Alva Edison 
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Foundation Institute in West Orange, New Jersey, on November 21, 1955, the 
number of qualified teachers of science had decreased about 53 per cent in the 
five years previous to that date. However, we have been fortunate in strengthen- 
ing the staff of the High School Science Department by the addition of five ex- 
ceptionally superior teachers during this period. These teachers were procured 
only after a most careful and exhaustive search. At present there are 15 teachers 
on the staff of the Science Department, including the Director. 

Mention should be made also of certain honors and distinctions that have 
come to members of the staff during the past five years. Lillian G. Murdock, A. 
Carlton Warren, and Warren L. Bartlett each received the Westinghouse Schol- 
arship Award of $250 for summer study at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. A. Carlton Warren recetved the Westinghouse Fellowship Award of 
$800 which enabled him to do research in organic and general chemistry during 
the summer of 1957. Milton B. Fuller received the National Science Foundation 
Scholarship Award of $700 for study in modern physics and modern chemistry 
at Tufts College during the summer of 1956. 

It is gratifying to report that of our 15 teachers, 12 have acquired their 
master’s degrees, and one has the equivalent. Of this number, three are classified 
as Master's Degree Plus One Year, four are receiving additional study allow- 
ances as provided in the salary schedule, and two are pursuing study towards a 
doctorate. 

Since publication of Science for Better Living in 1950, the Director of 
Science has been co-author of You and Your World, and You and Your Inher- 
itance, both published in 1953, and You and Science, published in 1955 by Har- 
court, Brace and Company. These textbooks are used nationally by over one mil- 
lion pupils. The Director is now completing for publication in 1959 two other 
texts, You and Your Resources and Exploring Chemistry. 


> Brookline’s Youth Concerts 


Twelve hundred children of Brookline will attend each of three Saturday 
afternoon concerts to be given during this school year at the High School audi- 
torium by members of the Boston Symphony Orchestra. These distinguished 
presentations, which are conducted by Brookline’s own Harry Ellis Dickson, 
associate conductor of the Boston ‘‘Pops,”” are known as the Brookline Youth 
Concerts. 

The wide selection of music performed at these concerts is carefully chosen 
for its interest and suitability for children of preschool age and the early grades. 
The shortness of the young listener’s attention span is a very important factor in 
the programing of the individual compositions, the inclusion of appropriate au- 
dience participation, and the over-all duration of each concert. Yet, within these 
limitations, programs have been designed to include representative compositions 
of the established masters of all periods in music history. The children have 
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heard such works as the B mznor Suite of Bach with Juris Menke of Brookline 
High School as flute soloist, the Concerto for Trumpet by Haydn with Roger 
Voisin of the Boston Symphony Orchestra as soloist, and a movement from the 
Beethoven Violin Concerto with Charles Castleman as guest soloist. There have 
been numerous other soloists both student and professional. Of particular inter- 
est to the children have been the annual presentations by the Dennison Puppet- 
eers of Brookline. These productions, using puppets designed and created by 
Helen Dennison and manipulated by her husband, Joseph Dennison, and the 
other members of their family, have included such favorites as Prokofieff’s 
‘Peter and the Wolf,’’ Dukas’ “The Sorcerer's Apprentice,” and scenes from 
Humperdinck’s “Hansel and Gretel.” 


Each year concerts for the season are planned around a chosen theme. The 
concerts of the 1956-57 season emphasized the several families of instruments 
which comprise the modern symphony orchestra. Several instrumental soloists of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra contributed examples of their instruments, and 
colored slides from the New York Philharmonic Collection enabled the children 
to see the evolution of present-day instruments. The current season, which will 
emphasize music of various nations, began with a concert devoted to the music 
of the German and Viennese masters. The second concert, which will be pre- 
sented December 7, will feature the music of France and folk dances of many 
lands prepared by Marianne Taylor and her troupe of Boston Conservatory dan- 
cers under the general supervision of the distinguished choreographer, Jan Veen. 


The Brookline Youth Concerts Committee was established in the fall of 
1950, and its activities have been guided by the interest and enthusiasm of the 
late Harry Dubbs, violinist of the Boston Symphony Orchestra and founding 
conductor of these concerts. Concerts are made possible through the donations 
of many interested citizens, and particularly Edward Dane, treasurer of this 
Committee since its inception. The nominal admission cost of 40 cents per child 
amounts to less than one third of the budget for each concert. 


The Youth Concerts may truly be called a Town-wide project, for its work- 
ing committee is made up of representatives of school, home, and business. It 
functions under the leadership of Mrs. Manuel P. Kurland, Chairman; Mrs. 
Philip Frank, Vice-Chairman; Mrs. Arthur Tartakoff, Secretary; and Edward 
Dane, Treasurer. Mrs. Joseph Alter is Ticket Chairman; Mrs. Mark Cahn is 
Program Advisor; Mrs. Harry Dubbs, Mrs. Morris Goodman, and Mrs. Ferdi- 
nand Strauss, Jr. are Advisors to the Board. 


The Public Schools are represented by Dr. Ernest R. Caverly, Superinten- 
dent of schools, and John D. Corley, Director of Music. Each year three elemen- 
tary school principals are appointed to the Committee by Dr. Caverly. Those 
serving this year are M. Roland Blanchard, Raymon W. Eldridge, and Ann E. 
Macdonald. The Committee also includes the presidents of the several parent- 
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teacher organizations. Each school has its own music committee for the sale of 
tickets, publicity, posters, and ushers. 


John D. Corley, Director of Music, and the members of his Department 
cooperate in coaching student ensembles and soloists, preparing the children for 
the music they are about to hear and their audience participation activities, and 
in the selection annually of a recipient of the Harry Dubbs Memorial Award. 


Of particular interest is the announcement by the Committee of the com- 
missioning of a composition to be performed at the Brookline Youth Concerts 
and dedicated to the memory of Harry Dubbs. The work, which will be given 
its premier on March 15, is a short opera for children with puppets by Helen 
Dennison and vocal solos prepared by Sara Caldwell. The subject of this com- 
mission is the familiar “Jack and the Beanstalk,’ and the composer honored by 
this award is Henry Lasker, whose music has been performed by civic groups as 
well as the Boston ‘Pops’ Orchestra. 


b> Advanced Classes in Physics and Chemistry 


Two years ago, advanced placement classes in physics and chemistry were 
established at the High School, and they are taught by E. Montgomery Wells 
and A. Carlton Warren, respectively. Advanced placement physics is a course 
covering the same areas as honor physics but with the addition of more difficult 
and technical material, particularly in the case of problems and mathematical 
computations. The textbooks used were written for first-year college classes. 


The purpose of the advanced placement courses ts to provide enrichment in 
these subject areas for carefully selected students of high ability and also to pre- 
pare them to take an advanced placement examination that will admit them to a 
second-year college course in physics or chemistry. As a control, this examination 
is given to groups of first-year college students. A perfect score on the exam- 
ination is 5; high honor ts 4. 


Of the five seniors in advanced placement physics who chose to take the 
examination at the end of the first year of the installation of the course, one 
received a perfect score of 5 and the four others scored 4. This was better than 
the average results of the first-year college students. Each of the four juniors 
who took the advanced placement examination in chemistry scored 4, This also 
was better than the average score of the first-year college students. 

Students in these advanced placement classes are carefully selected. They 
must first pass successfully a science aptitude test. Then the results of all gui- 
dance tests they have taken are examined and evaluated with the final grades in 
the courses taken in high school. Their housemasters and teachers are consulted. 
They are then given honor physics or honor chemistry texts to study during the 
summer, and finally they must pass successfully an achievement test in either 
physics or chemistry the second day of school in September. 
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Each student in the advanced placement courses needs more time for labo- 
ratory work than can be provided during the school day. Thus a planned pro- 
gram for the after-school use of the science laboratories was installed two years 
ago. This program required the procurement of more apparatus, some of a spe- 
cial nature, which was provided from budgetary funds. At the present time, as 
a group of visiting superintendents of schools from New York stated, the Brook- 
line High School Science Department has all the facilities of a small college and 
more than those possessed by any high school in their own districts in New York.

» Homemaking Today 


Population growth, early marriages, and larger families, as well as increased 
employment of women outside the home, have made radical changes in family 
living over the past ten years. Our homes have altered with suburban growth 
and greater use of the automobile. Advancement in design of household equip- 
ment and technological changes in the processing and merchandising of food 
have brought to the home further changes. 


Homemaking, as it is taught in our schools, has changed to meet today’s 
needs. A generation ago, emphasis was on developing skills necessary for a com- 
petent homemaker. Girls were taught what was called ‘‘needlework.’’ Many hours 
of instruction and practice were consumed in making samplers to show a variety 
of minute stitches. The time spent in making a garment was considered unim- 
portant if the finished product was carefully finished by hand to meet exacting 
standards. Today, in the clothing phases of homemaking, standards are not for- 
gotten, but faster methods are taught. The sewing machine and its attachments 
are used to achieve professional-looking garments in a relatively short time. 
More emphasis 1s placed on the suitability of line, design, and color for the indi- 
vidual girl. Because we know that our students will buy more garments than 
they will make, they are taught the characteristics of various fibers and how to 
judge ready-made apparel. The need to choose intelligently from a multitude of 
products to get the most value from money expended is made real to girls by a 
trip to a department store to purchase, for example, skirts for elementary school 
cheerleaders. 


“Cooking” of 25 years ago has now become “foods.” Basic principles of 
cooking were often taught by having each girl in the class make a half cup of 
white sauce. Little thought was given to how this half cup of white sauce was to 
be used. It is difficult to find a use for ten cups of white sauce made by 20 girls! 
Today, Mary and Ann may make white sauce during their homemaking period, 
but as part of a family-size casserole to be served as a complete meal for the en- 
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tire class. Basic skills, thus, take on meaning when they are a step in meal prep- 
aration, not an end in themselves. 


“Management” is the key word today in the teaching of homemaking. Skills 
are still emphasized, but greater opportunity is provided in the all-purpose home- 
making room to practice the essential skills of clothing construction and food 
preparation in a homelike atmosphere. In studying the use of laundry equip- 
ment, girls learn that different fibers require different water temperatures, soaps, 
and detergents. Stain removal becomes a real problem when Joan must wash the 
table linen after it has been accidentally spotted with cocoa. These practical facts 
help Joan and her family to control the cost of cleaning their clothing and house- 
hold furnishings. 

The modernization of the Devotion and Driscoll Schools in 1954 provided 
homemaking rooms so designed that all phases of homemaking may be practiced. 
This year the Pierce School homemaking room has been modernized to bring all 
phases of homemaking into one modern room. The living-dining area is used for 
group planning and discussions as well as for entertaining parents and teachers. 
Care of this area teaches home decoration as well as necessary house-clean- 
ing methods. A roll-away bed comes out into the living room for demonstrations 
and practice in caring for a sick member of the family. Child care, using the 
baby doll, stimulates interest in the growth and needs of younger brothers and 
sisters. A visit to the kindergarten or a party for toddlers helps make babysitting 
a more responsible and rewarding occupation. 


b Homemaking Teachers’ Guide 

A Homemaking Teachers’ Guide, commonly known as a course of study, 
was accepted by the School Committee at its June meeting. It is a volume of 386 
pages, on which work began in 1950. Exploratory reading of nationwide offer- 
ings in homemaking and discussions of the particular needs of our Town were 
the bases of the work of the planning committee of homemaking teachers. After 
a tentative outline had been developed, parents were invited to meet with the 
teachers and to evaluate the material. From their experience as homemakers, the 
parents offered many specific suggestions to make the teaching of homemaking 
meaningful and stimulating to the child. From several meetings of small groups 
of parents and teachers, a better understanding of the needs of young people 
evolved. The parents who engaged in this study became increasingly aware of 
the changes in homemaking since their own courses in ‘‘domestic science.’ Our 
teachers learned at these conferences what phase of the program actually carries 
over into the home. A realistic guide for teaching homemaking emerged as a 
result of this joint planning. 

A total of 20 teachers and 23 mothers contributed to the enrichment of the 
program while this guide was being prepared. Approximately 2623 hours were 
spent by teachers in planning and committee work. The Homemaking Teachers’

Guide was used on a tentative basis for two years before it was revised to its 
present form in the light of classroom experience. 

This Guide covers the following areas of work in homemaking in grades 
1 through 12: Family Living, grades 1-6; Foods, grades 6-8; Clothing, grades 
5-8; Child Care and Home Nursing, grade 8; Family Living, grades 6-8. At the 
High School level outlines were developed for Foods I, I, Clething I, II, Social 
Customs, Home Living, Child Care and Development, and one period elective 
classes in Chef’s Club, Party Foods, and Wardrobe Planning. Objectives, con- 
tent, learning experiences, evaluation, and teaching aids were formulated for 
each area of work. 

Our program of homemaking is broad. It is designed to fit the needs of 
girls and boys from kindergarten through high school. It reaches all the children 
through the sixth grade, all the girls and some of the boys in the seventh and 
eighth grades, and more than one-third of the girls in the High School. 


b The Noonday Lunch 


In 1895, one year after Boston started the first school lunch program in this 
country, the Brookline School Committee made plans to introduce into its new 
High School building a modern way of serving lunch to pupils. 

Dr. Samuel T. Dutton, our Superintendent of Schools at that time, wrote 
in an editorial for the Sagamore in 1895, “The basement contains a kitchen and 
a lunch counter.’ The same issue of the Sagamore states, “An innovation .. . 
is the lunch counter . . . in the charge of the Women’s Exchange. Hot soup and 
beef tea and a variety of good wholesome food of the best quality will be on sale 
at reasonable prices. What an improvement over the bun shops!”’ 

The lunchroom was operated on a concession basis, as was usual at that 
time, until 1919 when a trained supervisor was hired and kitchen equipment 
improved. In 1930 the first elementary school lunchrooms were added under the 
leadership of Lillie C. Smith, Director of Domestic Science, and under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Elvira E. Potter. Brookline was the first community to pioneer in 
serving lunch to all elementary school children. 

Serving lunch, as we do today, to 6800 pupils is big business. During the 
past year the income from the sale of food to children was $218 thousand. 
Wages paid to 70 employees totaled $81 thousand and food costs amounted to 
$134 thousand. In addition to this food purchased locally, foods received from 
the United States Department of Agriculture were ee at $27 thousand, 

The Town, through the School Committee, equips and maintains the lunch- 
rooms and pays the salaries of supervisory and clerical personnel. This, with the 
cooperation of federal and state agencies, makes it possible to serve a wholesome, 
nutritious lunch at 20 or 25 cents. Free lunches are provided for those children 
who, because of nutritional or economic need, will benefit from them. Last year 
the cost of these lunches amounted to $1900. 
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An “A” lunch meets approximately one third of the nutritional require- 
ments of a child. This lunch must include: 2 ounces of meat or other protein 
(such as fish, cheese or eggs), 34 cup of vegetables and/or fruit, one serving of 
whole grain or enriched bread, 2 teaspoons of butter or fortified margarine and 
Y, pint of whole, unflavored milk. Over 416 thousand of these lunches were 
served to the pupils during the school year 1956-57. 

In 1954, Congress enacted a Special School Milk Program to increase the 
use of fluid milk by school children. Because of the additional subsidy under this 
program, we have been able to sell milk to the children at 2 cents per half pint. 
Milk is included as part of the “A” lunch and the ‘‘Little Folks” lunch, or may 
be purchased separately. During the school year 1956-57, almost one million 
half pints of milk were consumed by the pupils, 581 thousand having been pur- 
chased in addition to those included with the “A” lunch. 

In each of our eight elementary schools, two lunch choices are available each 
day. Each meal offered fulfills the requirements established by the National 
School Lunch Program for the “A” lunch. 

One meal is of the meat and vegetable type. The other is built around a 
hearty protein sandwich served with either soup or juice and salad or vegetable. 
A simple dessert is served with each meal. To meet the needs of small children, 
a “Little Folks’ lunch is available for the first three grades. Usually, this Junch 
consists of soup, small finger sandwiches, and raw vegetable strips or fruit which 
can be managed easily by little children.

The general supervision of the school Junchrooms is one of the responsibil- 
ities of Marion L. Cronan, Director of Homemaking since 1949. Each lunch- 
room is under the direction of a trained homemaking teacher, who supervises the 
employees and sees that high standards of food preparation and cleanliness are 
maintained. This teacher visits the classrooms regularly to instruct the children 
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in the importance of food in building healthy bodies. A sanitarian from the 
Health Department makes periodic inspections of our lunchrooms just as he does 
of all restaurants in the Town. These inspectors have reported that the school 
cafeterias are maintained and operated at the highest level of sanitation. 

The school lunchroom we regard as a classroom where children form the 
habit of eating a nutritious meal. The establishment of good eating habits at an 
early age is health insurance for later years. In addition, children have an oppor- 
tunity to practice acceptable social graces in a pleasant, attractive atmosphere. 


> Adult Education Increases 

We are glad to report that at the end of the fourth week of Adult Education 
classes there were 1710 students enrolled in 48 different subjects. Of that num- 
ber 187 persons were attending two classes. The total membership this year ex- 
ceeds last October’s enrolment by 123. There is only one community in the Com- 
monwealth (Springfield) which offers a greater variety of subjects than we offer 
here. This is particularly significant, it seems to us, in view of the increasing 
number of senior citizens in the Town whose needs are well served by our Adult 
Education Program. These senior citizens have a wide variety of opportunity to 
pursue an old interest or to investigate a new one. 

The most popular of all courses are those in clothing in which we have an 
enrolment of 238. The courses in painting come next in interest with an enrol- 
ment of 205, and these are followed by the classes in typewriting where the 
enrolment is 168. 

To keep the Adult Education offerings abreast of mew ideas and interest, 
nine new courses were approved for inclusion in this year’s program. One of 
these new classes, Savings and Investment, already has 72 members and now 
ranks fifth in enrolment among all the courses offered. Other new courses 
which have proved particularly attractive are Arm Chair Travel with an enrol- 
ment of 38, for those interested in geography and faraway places, and Human 
Relations with an enrolment of 36. There is a course in Good Grooming, in 
which there is a growing interest, and during the second half year there will be 
a course to help those who have income tax problems and a course for those who 
are especially interested in fishing. 

With the added number of students who will register for the second semes- 
ter, directly after January 1, the Adult Education Program will be serving more 
than 2000 different persons this year. This number, it is interesting to know, 
approximates the number of students in our High School.

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Twenty-nine per cent of every tax dollar goes to support the public schools 
in Brookline as compared with 38 per cent in Newton, 44 per cent in Melrose, 
and 47 per cent in Westfield. The annual cost of our schools represents an out- 
lay of $44 for each man, woman, and child in Brookline. 

The amount for schools includes the cost of school libraries, care of 
grounds, water service, and a portion of the cost of the dental clinic, all paid 
from appropriations not under the control of the School Committee. 

The annual cost per school child is $415, which, while among the highest 
in the State, provides the type of education for which Brookline has attained a 
nationwide reputation and which our citizens have always desired. 

Of the cities and large towns in Massachusetts, Brookline is at the top with 
its property valuation of $36 thousand behind each pupil in the public schools, 
and near the bottom in its tax rate, its school tax rate, and its net debt.

The Annual Report of the Purchasing Department for the year 1957 
is submitted herewith. Certain statistics are presented to show pertinent 
information of the department activities. 


6,272 Departmental requisitions received and processed

As compared with the previous year, about 5%% more requisitions 
were processed. Purchase orders issued were slightly less. A reduction 
of 20% in the number of Emergency Purchase Slips issued resulted 
through first screening the requests and approval by the Purchasing Agent 
or his Assistant before being issued. Also many such requests were taken 
care of by assigning a purchase order number in advance to the vendor and 
then confirmed by written order. The departments requiring the majority 
of emergency purchases and the percentage of the total issued to each is 
as follows:

This matter 1s being studied in search of some method to further re- 
duce the number of purchases in this category and which largely concern 
repair parts or service to motor vehicles and machinery. 


Any purchase of $1,000 or more value for materials, supplies and equip- 
ment must be set up for public bidding through newspaper advertising and 
opening of bids publicly at a specified place, hour and date, in accordance 
with provisions of the Town By-Laws. Other purchases are made on a 
competitive basis by informal written or telephone quotations. The total 
value of purchases exceeded one million dollars, and slightly more than 
the previous year. Brookline vendors are selected for award whenever 
price, quality, and delivery are equal or better than offered by others, 
which resulted in 11% of total value of purchases for the year. 
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The price trend was up on most materials purchased. Contract for 
tires was awarded at lower prices than the previous year. Fuel oil prices 
were higher at the time of contract than a year ago, but had dropped to 
levels below the highest prices paid on the expiring contract as the year 
closed. Fuel oil contracts are subject to price fluctuations in the market 
as regularly published in the New York Journal of Commerce. The 
Heath School is the only user of bituminous coal, and this was contracted 
for at a favorable and guaranteed season price. The gasoline price dis- 
count was increased from $.0326 to $.0354 per gallon on the 1957 con- 
tract. This contract is based upon price in effect at time of delivery which 
is standard in the trade. There were an unusual number of price changes 
during the year in both directions, the net price on December 31 being 
$.01 lower than on April 1, the date of the new contract. The State gas- 
oline tax was increased one-half cent on July 1 to $.055 per gallon. The 
Town pays this tax on all gasoline except for off the highway use. Prices 
of construction materials such as bituminous patching material, crushed 
stone, sand, gravel, cement, brick, etc. were slightly higher or lower than 
the previous year. Typewriter prices were increased during the year, and 
on a call for bids in November, all prices quoted for domestic machines, 
both manual and electric, were identical as were allowances for manual 
machines. Allowances for electric typewriters were quoted at considerable 
variance. This trend is something new in the marketing of typewriters for 
municipal use as price competition is now practically eliminated. 


The function of the Purchasing Department is to process all requisi- 
tions in a manner to assure the procurement of items required to meet 
the quality, type and in time to satisfy the requisitioning authority and at 
prices and terms for the best interest of the Town. This requires some 
knowledge of the item to be purchased and its intended use, and adequate 
and definite specifications must be set up so that bidders may fully under- 
stand the type and quality required. Careful consideration of bids must 
be given to determine the best value offered, and which will give satisfac- 
tion to the user. The Purchasing Department does not intend to supply 
inferior materials at any time, but rather quality, which in our judgment, 
will adequately meet requirements. Competition is not sought in order to 
procure inferior products, but rather to enlarge the opportunity for equal 
or better quality and at lower cost. An open mind and willingness to 
evaluate new products and sources results in constant opportunities to 
make savings and stretch tax dollars. We often find it possible to purchase 
the identical item from a source other than that recommended or pre- 
viously established, more favorably, which results in savings, proving the 
advantage of concentrated purchasing effort of a department set up for 
the function of buying. We, therefore, maintain an open file on sources 
of supply. On occasion we encounter opposition to changing sources of 
supply, recommended supplier or material. In the reprinting of a code 
book without change in text this was accomplished by offset rather than 
letterpress printing at a saving of 45% and a satisfactory finished product 
resulted. The Town owned and operated multilith offset printing machine 
continues to produce many print jobs at savings up to 100%. 


We have been able to better serve departments by prompt processing 
of requisitions since the position of Assistant Purchasing Agent was 
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established, and I believe this has been definitely realized the past year. 
We do find that the date of receipt of requisition, and the required delivery 
date, often gives the Purchasing Department very limited time to process, 
and the vendor time to deliver. While we make sincere effort to meet 
these deadlines, it is quite impossible to always do so. 


Processing of requisitions could be started more promptly if depart- 
ments would always fully describe the items requisitioned. Departments 
should also take into consideration that time is required to price items 
requisitioned, issue orders and a reasonable delivery time required by 
vendors. We are not always in a position to immediately process a requisi- 
tion. Each time one is submitted requiring emergency attention, action 
must be delayed on others previously on hand. 


Many items of office supplies, paper, lamps and other commonly used 
materials are carried in limited supply in Purchasing Stores and issued to 
Town departments in quantities as required, and at quantity purchase 
price. Much lower and standard prices are thus realized by all using 
departments and with no additional expense for operation as the Stores 
is handled by the Purchasing Department personnel. The sale of stock 
from Stores during 1957 amounted to $6,900 total value. Turnover of 
stock occurs several times each year on many items. 


The past year has been a busy one, and I would like to express my 
appreciation for the fine spirit of cooperation and understanding experi- 
enced with Town departments we have served. I would also like to 
acknowledge the interest and efforts of my department assistants in 
carrying on our day to day office routine promptly and effectively.

The net amount to be raised by taxation was $448,034.90 more than in 
1956. 


The total valuation of the town was increased by $7,479,900. The rate 
was fixed at $48.50.

At the Annual Town Meeting, March 20, 1956, it was 


VOTED, To raise and appropriate the sum of seven hundred fifty-one thousand 
dollars ($751,000.00) to be expended under the direction of the Building Commission, 
with the approval of the Selectmen and of the Recreation Commission, for the con- 
struction on land of the Town at 60 Tappan Street of a new muncipal indoor pool. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the Selectmen, to 
borrow seven hundred six thousand dollars ($706,000.00) of the amount appropriated 
by the preceding vote for the construction of a new swimming pool. Bonds or notes 
shall be issued therefor, signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least 
of the Selectmen and certified by a national bank or trust company designated by the 
Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate 
not exceeding three per cent per annum and shall be made payable in such annual 
payments beginning not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish 
the same within twenty years from their date. The balance of the amount appropri- 
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ated by the preceding vote, i.e., forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000.00) shall be raised 
in the Tax Levy. 

Under the preceding vote, there was borrowed on January 24, 1957, $706,000. from 
Eastman Dillon, Union Securities & Co, and Dwinnell, Harkness & Hill Inc. of Boston 
on their bid of 100.303 and accrued interest for 2.60% bonds. 706 bonds were issued 
dated February 1, 1957 bearing 2.60% coupons and designated as Swimming Pool 
Building bonds and maturing as follows: 


$46,000. on Feb. 1, 1958 

45,000. annually 1959-1970 

40,000. annually 1971-1973 

At the Special Town Meeting, May 28, 1957, it was VOTED, To appropriate the 

sum of one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) to be expended by the Park 
Commissioners and, to the extent that the construction of a building is involved, by 
the Building Commission with the approval of the Selectmen, for the construction at 
Larz Anderson Park, of an outdoor artificial ice-skating rink for which refrigeration 
equipment is required. 


VOTED: That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the Selectmen, to 
borrow One hundred five thousand dollars ($105,000.) of the amount appropriated 
by the preceding vote for the construction at Larz Anderson Park, of an outdoor 
artificial ice-skating rink for which refrigeration is required. Bonds or notes shall be 
issued thehefor, shall be signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least 
of the Selectmen and certified by a National Bank of Trust Company designated by the 
Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall be made payable in such annual installments 
beginning not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same 
within 15 years from their date. The balance of the amount appropriated by the pre- 
ceding vote, i.e., forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000.) shall be taken from available 
funds in the treasury. 

Under the preceding vote, there was borrowed on October 16, 1957, $105,000. from 
George P. Fogg & Co. of Boston on their bid of 100.144 and accrued interest for 
3.10% bonds. 105 bonds were issued, dated November 1, 1957 bearing 3.10% coupons 
and designated as Skating Rink bonds and maturing as follows: 


$10,000 annually 1958-1963 
5,000. annually 1964-1972 


At the Special Town Meeting, May 28, 1957, it was VOTED: To appropriate the 
sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.) to be expended by the Building Commission 
with the approval of the Selectmen and of the School Committee for the construction 
of a new Heath School on the site of the present Heath School, to accommodate 
approximately 325-350 pupils. 


VOTED: That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the Selectmen, 
to borrow Nine hundred fifty-five thousand dollars ($955,000) of the amount appro- 
priated by the preceding vote for the construction of a new Heath School on the site 
of the present Heath School as described in the preceding vote. Bonds or notes shall 
be issued therefor, shall be signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at 
least of the Selectmen, and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated 
by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall be made payable in such annual pay- 
ments beginning not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the 
same within twenty years from their date. The balance of the amount appropriated 
by the preceding vote, i.e., Forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000) shall be taken from 
available funds in the treasury. 

Nothing has been borrowed under the preceding vote as of 12/31/57.

Under authority of the vote passed by the Annual Town Meeting on March 26, 
1957, there was borrowed $350,000. from the Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Co. at 
1.96% discounted, and $350,000. from the Second Bank-State Street Trust Co. at 
1.96% discounted. Notes Nos. 1226-1237 were issued March 11, 1957 payable Octo- 
ber 8, 1957. $350,000. from the Brookline Trust Co. at 1.955% discounted and 
$350,000. from the Merchants National Bank at 1.955% discounted. Notes Nos. 
1238-1250 were issued April 22, 1957 payable October 22, 1957. $300,000. from the 
Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Co. at 1.989% discounted and $300,000. from the Second 
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Bank-State Street Trust Co. at 1.989% discounted. Notes Nos. 1251-1256 were 
issued May 27, 1957 payable October 30, 1957.

Gentlemen: —In compliance with the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Section 61, I herewith submit to you the sixty-first annual 
report for the Comptroller’s Department. 

I have examined the accounts of Matthew S. McNeilly, Town Treasurer 
and Collector for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1957, and have 
verified the cash balance by actual count of the cash on hand and by 
reconciliation of bank balances. I have examined all notes, bonds and 
coupons paid during the year and have found them properly cancelled. An 
analysis of his accounts as Collector is shown in the accompanying 
Schedule A, “Summary of Collector’s Accounts’. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the various Trust Funds of the Town have 
been examined and the securities and savings accounts have been checked 
and found to be in accordance with the accompanying Schedule H, “Trust 
Funds—Capital Accounts” and Schedule I, “Trust Funds-Income Ac- 
counts”. This examination included the securities and savings accounts 
of the Brookline Retirement System as set forth in Schedule J, “Brookline 
Retirement System—Investments”’.
